The motorman 
of the car, bravely facing the mob, got his 
car through. 


BOY FATALLY SHOT. 


But when the turmoil was at its height 
fully a dozen shots were fired from the 
car, through the drawn curtains, all of 
which did no damage save one, which 
lodged in the neck of Venner Peterson, aged 
twelve, son of John Peterson of this city. 
The boy had been carrying dinners and 


was returning home when attracted by the 
crowd. The lad could not speak nor well 
understand English. The shot struck him 
when he was standing some distance from 
the car. The shooting made’ the mob wild, 
and only the presence of the troops_pre- 
vented the demolition of the car and the 
scrious injury of some of the deputies. 
Major Sweet, Surgeon of the cavalry, ex- 
amined the lad and pronounced him fatally 
hurt. The boy was taken to the Emergency 
Hospital, where it was announced to-night 
that he would die. 

The wounding of the boy sobered the 
crowd, and after the car had proceeded the 
crowd became more temperate. But many 
threats were made to kill a Deputy Shenff 
in retaliation. 

At this time a Providence passenger, 
Benjamin P. Bosworth, becoming alarmed 
at the shower of stones, jumped from the 
car which was being rushed through the 
mob, and sustained serious injuries by fall- 
ing. He suffered a concussion of the brain 
and was unable to disclose his identity un- 
til late in the day. It is thought Bosworth 
will recover.

Gen. Herbert S. Tanner is in command of 
the troops which came here on orders from

The situation seemed somewhat uncertain 
to Gen. Tanner when he took command, 
and he awaited developments. The first 
disturbance was at the city line. Following 
the custom which has prevailed during the 
@trike, the United Traction Company’s cars 
were started from the Pawtucket Avenue 
ear house, near the line dividing Pawtucket 
and Providence, and on one car was a num- 
ber of Deputy Sheriffs. This car was fol- 
Jowed at intervals by three others. When 
the cars reached the junction of Pawtucket 
and E Avenues, trouble began. The 
presence the deputies on the cars an- 
gered the crowd which had gathered, and a 
fusilade of tin cans, and all kinds 
of missiles followed. The cars were badly 
qgamaged. The motorman of each car saw 
that his only chance was to start the car 
at full and run through the crowd 
without stopping. Each car was assailed, 
and soon all were stalled at Haymarket 
Square. Then Chief 6f Police Rice informed 
Gen. Tanner that the conditions were such 
that his force of men was unable to handle 
the mob, and he sought the aid of the mili- 
tia. 
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STONED THE SOLDIERS. 


Company A, First Regiment, in command 
of Major Brice, sent out. The com- 
pany met the cars at Haymarket Square 
and preceded them to East and Pawtucket 
Avenues, where the company, in platoons, 
guarded the cars in front and rear. There 
Was a noisy demonstration. For a minute 
the soldiers were cheered, and then a few 
Btones were thrown. One these struck 
Deputy Sheriff Horton, cutting his face. 
Providence tg Pawtucket 
Deputy Sheriff Horton had discharged his 
revolver four times, and although 
was hit this the crowd angry at 
him. 

The cars were through the city 
ine without further trouble Then the 
street where the trouble had occurred was 
picketed off by Troop A, and the troopers 
maintained for an hour or more. 

In 
the meantime High Sheriff White asked 
that three companies of militia be sent to 
Pawtucket Avenue, and this done, 
Major Johnson being in command of the 
detachment.

additional companies were called out. 

On the arrival of these commands there 
were 750 men and 60 officers on duty. The 
companies have been formed into batal- 
lions, and these were alternately on duty. 
After the militia had been stoned in the 
morning, ball cartridges were served out, 
each private carrying forty rounds and each 
officer fifty rounds of revolver ammunition. 

The city has not been placed under mar- 
tial law, although many have assumed that 
fact. Martial law cannot be announced 
save through act of the General Assembly. 
Under the statutes martial law would mean 
suspension of all civil functions, even to 
the courts, and the dealing with all offend- 
ers by military authority. As it now is the 
law is not suspended. The civil courts will 
have jurisdiction over all offenders, but the 
militia will serve as police and will strictly 
enforce all orders given. Arrests will be 
made by the militia, and the people will 
be kept in motion at all times. 


DEPUTY WHO FIRED ARRESTED. 


Detective Haberlin of the Pawtucket 
police force has arrested Willlam J. Welsh, 
a Deputy Sheriff, who is accused of shoot- 
ing the Peterson. boy. When taking the 
prisoner to the police station the detective 
and Special Officer Hannigan were rough- 
ly handled. They were followed to the door 
of the station by a mob that stoned the 
officers and made great effort to get the 
prisoner from them. The man was searched, 
and on him was found a revolver which 


had four cartridges in it. With Welsh the 
officers brought Adam Saunders, a private of 
the One Hundred and Tenth Heavy Artillery. 
United States Army, at Fort Aaams and 
home on a furlough, who declared he saw 
the Sheriff lean over a seat and fire the 
shot that hit the boy. Welsh maintained 
he did not shoot, for the High Sheriff had 
given orders to the deputies not to use 
their revolvers, and not to fire under any 
circumstances. Later Welsh was arraigned 
before Judge Shove on a charge of assault 
with intent to kill. He pleaded not guilty 
and was held in the sum of $1,000 for a 
hearing. Because of the inability of the 
prisoner to furnish bail and the unwilling- 
ness of the police to permit him to be 
earried through the streets, he remains 
locked up at Police Headquarters. 

There were no further disturbances of a 
serious nature during the afternoon, and 
everything was quiet during the evening. 


INVENTOR ISAAC KLING DEAD. 


Claim that Westinghouse Coupler 


Was Based on His Ideas.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 12.—Isaac Kling, 
widely known as the inventor of an atto- 
matic car coupler, died to-day of heart 
disease at his home, 529 East Chestnut 
Street. For years Mr. Kling worked on a 
patent automatic car coupler to be used 
for freight and passenger service, He suc- 
ceeded in carrying out his plan, and se- 
cured a patent. Capital was necessary. He 
enlisted the interest of A. V. Dupont and 
Horace Scott, 

The coupler was tried with success in 
the Louisville and Nashville yards, and it 
became widely known that Mr. Kling had 
at last patented a successful coupler. In 
the midst of all this Messrs. Dupont and 
Scott died, and the inventor was left with- 
out financial resources. He used up all his 
funds to introduce his invention. 

In the meantime the Westinghouse Com- 
pany brought out its automatic coupler. 
Mr. Kling’s-friends always claimed that 
some of his ideas were embodied in the 
Westinghouse patent. With a minor inven- 
tion Mr. Kling made enough money to live 
on. A few days before his death he re- 
ceived the patent on a rotary engine in 
which increased power could be utilized in 
a small space. He succeeded in giving 100 
horse power to an engine occupying only 
three square feet. 


SOUTHERN IRON OUTPUT. 


169,739 Tons of Pig Iron, Steel, and 


Pipe Shipped in May. 
Special to The New York Times. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 12.—The *re- 
port of the Southern Iron Committee show- 
ing shipments from Alabama and Tennes- 
during May was made public to-day. 
Pig iron, steel, and cast-iron pipe ship- 
ments from the Southern field amounted 
to 169,739 tons, of which 152,174 tons were 
pig iron and steel, and 17,565 tons were 
cast-iron pipe.

Steel shipments from Ensley last 
month amounted to 11,259 tons. Sheffield 
shipped 16,248 tons of pig iron in May. The 
export movements were practically nothing, 
230 tons of pig iron and 331 tons of pipe 
going abroad from the Southern field.

ROANOKE, Va., June 12.—The officials 
of the Norfolk and Western Railroad Com- 
pany to-day said that the situation in the 
Pocahontas coal field has gradually im- 
proved and that the outlook for a final 
and early settlement of the trouble is con- 
siderably brighter. Forty mines out of 
forty-six are working to-day. The Clinch 
Valley and Thacker fields are working full 
forces. The Tug River field which has 
been closed, to-day had a small force at 
work. 


BLUEFIELD, West Va.. June 12.—Re- 
gardiess of the statement by the union men 
that not 2 per cent. of the miners would 
return to work this morning more men 
were at work to-day than any day since 
the strike bgan.

TRY TO HANG A FIREMAN. 


Scranton Mob Pursues Worker at a 
Colliery and Only Leave Him 
When Police Arrive.

SCRANTON, Penn., June 12.—The first 
trouble in Scranton since the miners’ strike 
began occurred this morning. John Flan- 
nigan, a fireman at the Erie No. 1 Colliery, 
Dunmore, worked on the night shift and 
was on his way to his boarding house in 
this city. He was walking down the 
Lackawanna tracks, when he came upon a 
crowd of about fifty men, who were waiting 
for him. 

** Here, you scab, you can't pass this way. 
Go back to the mines! "’ somebody yelled.

Flannigan took to his 
heels and the mob followed. In the yard 
next door to the house in which he lived 
Flannigan was cornered.

CANADA COAL LANDS LEASED. 


Dominion Steel Company Acquires 
Property of Dominion Coal 
Company. 

Special to The New York Times. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, June 12.—The 
agreement by which the Dominion Steel 
Company leases the mines and plant of the 
Dominion Coal Company at Sydney was 
ratified to-day. A special meeting of the 
Dominion Steel Company's shareholders 
was held at noon, when the agreement was 
explained and ratified by a stock vote, 
only 150 shares being cast against the 
proposal. At 3 o'clock a similar meeting 
of the Dominion Coal Company’s share- 
holders was held, which also resulted in an 
overwhelming approval of the deal. The 
Directors were re-elected at each meeting 
and reports presented which met with ap- 
proval. 

The agreement is a long document con- 
taining some twenty-five clauses. It is not 
an amalgamation, but a lease of the coal 
properties by the steel company, and re- 
places an option of lease obtained in 1899. 
The coal properties described are to be 
leased for a term of ninety-nine years, for 
which the sum of $1,600,000 Is to be paid 
annually, and the steel company also agrees 
to pay a royalty of 74% cents per ton on all 
coal mined in excess of 3,500,000 tons per 
year. 

James Ross explained that the bonds were 
not affected in the least. The agreement 
guarantees the payment of 6 per cent. per 
annum by the steel company on all the 
coal company’s common stock and bonds 
and 8 per cent. on the preferred stock. The 
old lease was likely to have led to litiga- 
tion and the present one was considered 
etter for all parties. Last year the coal 
company earned $1,550,000, and for the 
most of February and March of the present 
year the earnings were $250,000 in excess 
of the same months last year. The entire 
output of the present year has been sold. 
The difficulty was to prevent over selling. 
The net balance to the general surplus last 
year was $937,681. 

The affairs of the Dominion Steel and 
Iron Company were also reported on favor- 
ably. The statement showed assets of 
$31,597,388 and liabilities of a like amount, 
including stock and bonds to the extent of 
$28,000,000.

The County Convention for the nomina- 
tion of three Justices of the Supreme Court 
is to be held at Tammany Hall on Oct. 9, at 
8 o'clock.

Of the 2,000 delegates present not one 
arose to offer any resolutions or make a 
speech until Chairman Crain said:

‘It’s all over. There will be no trouble 
to-night.”’

BOSTON, June 12.—Harry Elkes, in win- 
ning the Brassard race at Charles River- 
Park bicycle track to-night, broke all the 
world’s records in a distance motor-paced 
race, from one mile to 41, and -in making 
41 miles 250 yards for the hour, broke the 
record of 40 miles 330 yards made by Will 
Stinson at Brockton last year. The event 
had Elkes, Bobby Walthour, Nat Butler, 
and Charles McConnell as contestants. Only 
Walthour figured in the running, he being 
814 laps behind at the finish. Elkes’s times 
follow: 

For 5 miles, 7:161-5; for 10 miles, 14:24; 
for 15 miles, 21:243-5, beating Stinson’'s 
record by 58 seconds; for 20 miles, 28:40, 
or 1:12 ahead; for 25 miles, 35:36 4-5, or 1:19 
ahead; for 30 miles, 43:164-5, or 2:02 1-5 


ahead; for 35 miles, 50:38 3-5, or 2:12 ahead. } 


Just before the finish Elkes lost his pace 
through the crowd running on the track. 

Elkes’s fastest mile, the eleventh, was 
made in 1:231-5.

He Says He Used Mr. Thurber Simply 


as a Distributing Agent in 


Cuba’s Interest. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WEST POINT, N. Y., June 12.—Gen. 
Leonard Wood, ex-Military Governor of 
Cuba, was asked to-day for an explanation 
of the disciosures made by F. B. Thurber 
of New York in regard to the use of public 
moneys for the propogation of literature 
bearing on the question of Cuban reer 
procity. The General, after talking freely 
in response to many inquiries, gave out 
the following written statement, which he 
prepared in the home of Col. Mills, where 
the President has been staying for the last 
day and a half: 

“I did authorize the expenditure of $2,800, 

and much more, all for the purpose of pre- 
senting the case of Cuba and her economic 
needs to the American people, in order that 
justice might be done to her. I considered 
myself as much, as does Mr. Palma to-day, 
in honor bound to defend the fmterests of 
the island, and I should have betrayed the 
trust invested in me and failed properly to 
use the authority I had as Military Gov- 
ernor of the island had I not made every 
proper effort to obtain for Cuba those 
commercial relations on which her sta- 
bility and prosperity as a nation depend. 
_ “Mr. Thurber was simply a distributing 
agent through the New York Export As- 
sociation’s lists, which I used as I would 
have used a directory to distribute such 
matter as I considered suitable to convey 
to the people of the United States a correct 
understanding of the needs of the people 
of Cuba. LEONARD’ WOOD.” 


Gen. Wood said that he could not tell 
the exact amount he had spent for the dis- 
tribution, but he thought it would aggre- 
gate ‘“‘three times $2,800." The economic 
life in Cuba, he said, was at stake, and he 
was the only person with authority to draw 
funds from the Cuban Treasury. He con- 
sidered it right to see that the American 
people were informed of the situation.

“that I was representing the Cubans, and 
not the people of Nebraska or somewhere 
else.””

Senators Are Reported Having Signed 
to Act with Democrats Against 
the Reciprocity Bill.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—It is reported 
this evening that the beet sugar Senators 
at a conference this afternoon signed 
agreement to govern their action in 
the Committee on Relations with Cuba re- 
ports a reciprocity bill and a Republican 
conference undertakes to push it through 
according to the report. 

It is provided that in 
stated the beet sugar Senators shall join 
with the Democrats in support of the 
House bill. E'tghteen Senators are said to 
have signed the agreement. 

Everybody at the Capitol 
asking the question: “What will be the 
effect on Cuban reciprocity of the dis- 
closures Mr. Thurber made yesterday?” 

When night came nobody seemed to have 
settled convictions relating to the matter. 
There was, however, almost a consensus 
in the view that as the day had advanced 
the feeling had grown in Congress that 
Mr. Thurber had set forth a situatioin ex- 
tremely awkward for the Administration 
Senators to confront. It ‘was noticeable 
that late in the afternoon those Senators 
talked less confidently of putting through 
a reciprocity bill than they had talked 
earlier in the day. 

In the early forenoon they were saying 
that in three days the whole thing would be 
forgotten. Their purpose was to carry out 
their programme, and nothing seemed to be 
in the way. Presently there came reports 
that indicated the leaders had heard some 
of the disquieting stories as to impressions 
created by Mr. Thurber's testimony in the 
minds of Senators whose vote will be need- 
ed if the attempt is made to put a reci- 
procity bill through the Senate. 

One of these stories was that a Republi- 
can member of the Committee on Relations 
With Cuba had said he doubted that he now 
would be willing to vote for reporting a 
Cuban relief bill to the Senate. The ap- 
parent community of interest between the 
War Department and the Sugar Trust wor- 
ries this committeeman. He is inclined to 
believe the beet sugar Senators have been 
right all the time in their contention, that 
if the Administration’s reciprocity scheme 
should be carried out the benefits accruing 
under it would go to the Sugar Trust al- 
most exclusively. That was the explanation 
of the committeeman’'s attitude given by a 
Senator who said he had just come from a 


conference with him. Another story was 
to the effect that Senator Fairbanks of 
Indiana up to to-day a strong Administra- 
tion man, had mede up his mind that he 
coujJd not in justice to himself support the 
Administration bill after the disclosures 
made before the Cuban committee by Mr. 
Thurber. 

It was impossible to get any statement 
with reference to this story from Senator 
Fairbanks, but the story found credence 
because it came through an Indiana Repre- 
sentative. who is regarded as one of the 
most reliable members of the House. 

The beet-sugar Senators did not hesitate 
to say they knew the Administration men 
had become greatiy disturbed by Mr. 
Thurber’s revelations. They continued in 
the elated condition into which they were 
thrown yesterday when they first learned 
of what they speak of as the “ partner- 
ship between the War Department’ and 
Mr, Havemeyer.”’ Reciprocity was dead, 
they said—dead in the Senate, and dead in 
the House. It would not surprise them, 
they declared, if the whole business should 
be dropped and never heard of again. They 
were still willing to have a rebate bill 
passed if that would suit the President. 

They did not believe any relief measure 
should be passed, but they would be will- 
ing to vote for a rebate bill just to please 
the President, ‘“‘and why wouldn't that be 
the best way out of it?’’ one of thetn 
asked. ‘‘ We are in a nasty mess in the 
Senate. The passage of a rebate bill would 
let us out. I trust when the President g«ts 
home he will decide it will be disercet 
to take what he all along has told us 
he was willing to take, and call off those 
gentlemen in the Senate who threaten to 
read us out of the party because we ‘are 
not willing to go into the Thurber-War 
Department-Sugar Trust combination.” 

here are those who hope that President 
Roosevelt, seeing the situation which has 
been brought about through the Thurber 
disclosures, will promptly adjust it by de- 
claring his wish for a rebate bill. If he 
sticks to the position he held the night 
before he went to West Point it will bo 
impossible to predict the outcome in the 
Senate. The beet sugar men ‘say there 
can be no reciprocity bill passed unless the 
Administration Senators are willing to take 
the bill that came from the House, with 
the clause in it abolishing the differential. 

Hardly anybody considers it possible that 
the House now will agree to a straight 
reciprocity bill, such as the Administration 
Senators have been talking about. What- 
ever doubt may exist as to the situation in 
the Senate there seems to be little doubt 
that the House has been so affected by 
Mr. Thurber’s story that it will have noth- 
ing to do with reciprocity of the Adminis- 
tration. sort. 

The Democrats in both House and Senate 
talk of the Thurber revelation as a thing 
of great importance.

He took a good look at it, and 
finally declared that it was a safe amuse- 
ment, and accordingly passed it. One or 


two people took a siide and came, down 
unnurt, and them Rittenhouse and a friena, 
Charles Otis, decided that they would enjoy 
a little aerial sensation, and so informed 
the owner and inventor. 

They were within a few feet of the top 
of the incline whence the descent com- 
mences, when suddenly a part of the fron- 
work that holds the car to the track broke, 
and the car started down the incline at full 
tilt. Maritz was in front on the track, 
and tried to get out of the way; but he was 
not quick enough, and the car struck him 
in the back, hurling him about ten feet. 
When picked up he was found to be seri- 
ously injured, and was sent to the Emer- 
gency Hospital, where he died.

COCKRAN EXTRADITION CASE. 


It Was Argued Before the New York 
Court of Appeais. 


ALBANY, N. Y., June 12.—The appeal of 
Charles E. Cockran of New York City 
from an order of the Appellate Division, 
Third Department, affirming an order by 
Justice Herrick dismissing a writ of habeas 
corpus procured by Cockran to secure his 
release from custody while awaiting ex- 
tradition to Tennessee, where he is wanted 
for alleged grand larceny, was argued be- 
fore the Court of Appeals to-day. 

Cockran was arrested at the request of 
the Tennessee authorities on March 13, it 
being alleged that he procured a large sum 
of money in that State by uttering fraudu- 
lent notes.

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PACIFIC RATE WAR ENDED 


New Traffic Agreement with 


Panama Road Signed. : 


The Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
Agrees to the Settlement—Warfare 
Had Lasted Since Decem- 
ber, 1900. 


The Panama Railroad Company and the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company have 
signed a new traffic agreement, thus 
bringing to an end the condition of warfare, 
which had existed between the two com- 
panies since December, 1900. The negotia- 
tions resulting in this agreement have been 
going on for six months, and during that 
period there were frequent rumors that 
all dealings had been broken off. 

The new contract is for three years. By 
its terms the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany receives absolute control of all traific 
originating at and destined for points on 
the Pacific codst north of Panama, in 
British Columbia, the’ United States, Mex- 
ico, and Central America. . 

The agreement takes effect at’ ance so 
far as it concerns the coastwise traffic 
between points in the United States cov- 
ered by the company’s lines, whether they 
are on the Pacific or the Atlantic coast. 
With regard to foreign traffic the contract 
takes effect in three months. By foreign 
traffic is meant business originating at 
or destined for points outside the United 
States, including Europe. 

The traffic agreements between the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship Company and the Pa- 
cific Steam Navigation Company and the 
Chilean Company are canceled so far as 
business north of Panama is concerned. 
The traffic agreements between these ‘com 
panies for business south of Panama will 
probably be renewed. 

It is understood that this new contract 
could have been signed some time ago, nad 
it not been for the absence from this city 
of some of those most prominently inter- 
ested, among them E. H. Harriman. 

The agreement was made between E. H. 
Harriman, President of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company; Charles H. Tweed, Presi- 
dent of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, and J. Edward Simmons, President, 
and E, A. Drake, Second Vice President and 
Secretary of the Panama Rallroad Coin- 
pany. It is understood that the terms of 
the agreement are equally satisfactory and 
beneficial to both companies. 

Charles H. Tweed, President of the Pa- 


cific Mail Steamship Company, said yes- 
terday that the new contract. was very 
largely a duplicate of the old.

Three Men Killed and Two Dangerously 


Wounded in New Orleans.

NEW ORLEANS, La., June 12.—Salva- 
dore Luciana, Vincenzo Vetura, and Bar- 
cello Farreri are dead as the result of a 
vendetta which broke out in the Italian 
quarters last night, and Joseph Gerracchi 
and Joseph Calamia seriously wounded, the 
former perhaps fatally. Salvadore Luciana 
and Vetura were killed last night, when a 
band of armed men, headed by Gerracchi 
and Calamia, invaded the Luciana home 
and opened fire on Salvadore, Vetura, and 
Louis and Antonio Luciana, who were down 
stairs playing cards. 

The Lucianas were expecting attack, and 
their arms were in reaching distance, so 
they were enabled to resist manfully. 
When the shooting was over Salvadore 
Luciana and Vetura were dead, 
of sthe:attacking party, Gerracchi and Cal- 
amia, so badly wounded that there was 
no difficultly in effecting their arrest; 
The surviving Lucianas were locked up as 
material witnesses, the other participants 
in the battle, which had origin in a 
comparatively harmless. shooting 
some weeks since, escaping. 

This afternoon Antonio Luciana was re- 
leased on bond. He went home, where the 
funeral ceremonies of his brother Salva- 
dore were in progress, and there he saw 
Farreri.

CADETS DIPLOMAS

Secretary Root and Gen. Miles 
Compliment Each Other. 


President Roosevelt Greets Ca- 
-dets Familiarly, Calling Young 
Sheridan “Phil”—Gen. Miles 
Gives Soldierly Advice.

WEST POINT, N. Y., June 12.—In the 


presence of the same distinguished audi- 
ence that had attended the previous cele- 
brations of the Military Academy's cen- 
tennial week, and protected from the blaz- 
ing sun only by an awning reared on the 
Parade ground, President Roosevelt deliv- 
ered their diplomas to the successful grad- 
uates this morning. As each cadet marched 
up to the platform the President said some- 
thing pleasant to him 

* Hello, Phil!’’ he said to young Sheri- 
dan, son of the famous General. ‘‘I am 
very glad to see you.”’ 

Col. Mills, the Superintendent, called the 
mames one by one, and the crowd applaud- 
ed vigorously as each graduate stepped for- 
ward. W. A. Mitchell, the class's leader, 
Was congratulated by the President on his 
fine standing, and the praise was accom- 
Panied by a vice-like Presidential grip of 
the hand and a broad Presidential smile. 
When Casad, who was Captain of last 
Fall's football team, took his diploma, the 
Chief Executive him with his 
athletic rank rather than his military rank. 

“ How do you do, Capt. Casad,’’ he said 
*“T have heard of you before.’’ 

Abbott, Captain of the baseball team, and 
one of the most popular men in the class, 
Was greeted with especial warmth, and to 
Moran, who has a crop of the reddest hair 
in the army, Mr. Roosevelt said: ‘‘ I'm glad 
to know you, Sir.’””’ To Rigby Valliant, who 
is to be married in New York to-morrow, 
he said: *‘I wish you all happiness.” To 
Robertson it was: ‘* Good luck to you, Sir.” 
When Dockery, a relative of the Governor 
of Missouri, reached the stand, he was 
greeted with: 

“Any relative of the Governor?” 

Young Dockery replied in the affirmative, 
and then Herr, the cadet who was compli- 
mented by Prince Henry for his horseback 
riding, came in for his share of praise, and 
a little later Hobson, a cousin of the Mer- 
rimac’s hero, was welcomed to the army 
enthusiastically. Each of the cadets 
gripped the President's hand, Col, Mills 
calling the names slowly in order of their 
class standing.

Before the awarding of diplomas there 
were addresses by Gen. Charles Dick, mem- 
ber of Congress; Secretary of War Elihu 
Root, and Lieut. Gen. Miles. Col. Mills sat 
in the centre of a front row of seats on the 
stand, with President Roosevelt, Adjt. Riv- 
ers, and Chaplain Shipman on his right, and 
Secretary Root, Gen. Miles, and Gen. Dick 
on his left. Behind them were ranged the 
guests of honor and old soldiers. Some of 
the foreign diplomats had left the Point, 
but most of them stald over, and the 
gorgeous display of uniforms was hardly 
less noticeable than at the centennial ex- 
ercises yesterday. 

Gen. Dick, who 
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spoke In behalf of the 
Board of Visitors, said that this country, 
though a Nation of peace, must always 
have an army. Not a great standing army 
Was needed, but an adequate one. In times 
of war the militia could be depended on to 
make up the great force neded for the occa- 
sion. 

“Our victories,”’ he said, ‘‘ have 
been beneficial alike to the victorious and 
the vanquished. We never fight for land 
or conquest. We are responsible for peace 
and order in the Philippines, and our au- 
thority there must be as absolute as our re- 
sponsibility. The glory and honor of the 
work done by the army there will be as 
great as its glory and honor here or else- 
where. War is horrible anywhere, but our 
warring is for humanity, and our flag has 
come to be welcomed by all people except 
mailefactors.”’ 


ROOT COMPLIMENTS MILES. 


Secretary Root began his speech with a 
compliment to Gen. Miles, with whom, as 
everybody knows, he has had numerous dif- 


ferences of late. 

“T ask your patience,” he said to the 
graduates, “‘ while you listen to a civil of- 
ficial of the Government. Then you may 
listen to the distinguished General com- 
manding the army, who can show you how 
to fight.’’ 

This was followed by prolonged cheers 
from cadets, women, and army men, and 

Gen. Miles appeared to be much pleased. 
The Secretary continued with some ad- 
vice. He said the young officers should 
realize that they were not to be idle be- 
} Cause there were many in the army with- 

out the benefit of a West Point education, 
> but that they must study hard and contin- 
) uously until the time for their retirement

“Whenever war comes—as it is sure to 
come, though we pray it may be in the far 
distance—you are to be the nucleus, the 
formative power of the great army we shall 

f need,” he said. “It is your duty, among 
others, to cultivate with all the officers of 
our great militia the best of good feeling, to 
help and advise all citizens interested in 
military matters. It is your duty to repay 
the bounty of your country in giving you 
your éducation, by rendering whatever serv- 
ice that education enables you to render. 
¥ The speaker’s account of the reason for 
Gen. Chaffee’s advancement in the army 
Was received with an uproar of cheering. 
This was the story: 

A young officer in the army received a 
high volunteer commission, and among those 
placed under him were many who were his 
seniors in service and years. One of these 
oid soldiers had been a regimental com- 
mander when the young officer was in his 
nurse’s arms. But the old veteran con- 
tinued to perform his arduous and often 
almost slavish duties without a sign of 
complaint. He acted like a brave and loyal 
swoldier. He must have felt that it was 


* 


hard for him to serve under his junior, 
but no word or look revealed his feeling. 

Then there came a time when an officer 
had to be sent to a foreign land on a serv- 
ice involving the credit of his country. The 
power which selected the officer was vest- 
ed in a man who had seen the uncomplain- 
ing service of the old veteran, and that vet- 
eran, Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, was chosen by 
the President to command the army_in 
China and later to take charge of the De- 
partment of the Philippines. 

Mr, Root concluded his talk by saying 
that the cadets should remember that no 
office, however great, made a man great, 
for a small and selfish man was still small 
and selfish, no matter what his rank, and 
a man of large and loyal heart was still 
the same, whether he wore stars on his 
coat or commanded only a company. 
MILES RETURNS THE COMPLIMENT. 

Gen. Miles, after receiving a compliment- 
ary introduction from Col. Mills and an 
ovation from the audience, repaid Mr. 
Root’s praise, calling the Secretary “ the 
eminent War Minister.’”’ Then he told the 
cadets how they should behave toward the 
soldiers under them. The enlisted men, 
he said, were a company than which there 
were none better, the finest men to be found 
in any land. The officer with a commis- 
sion should never forget to be kind, 
thoughtful, and considerate toward them. 

*“But let me tell you about the man who 
will be hardest to command,” he contin- 
ued. ‘“‘He is more difficult to command 
than a whole army. He is the man that 
walks under your own chapeau. Greater 
is he that controlleth his own spirit than 
he that overcometh a city.”’ 

‘Within the memory of men now living,”’ 
said the General, “there had been seven 
wars for this country. They were the 
Florida, Mexican, civil, frontier, Spanish, 
Philippine, and China wars. 

“You yourselves,’ he continued, ‘* nay 
see the fighting days when you must ,or- 
get that you have an existence, and try 
to shorten the existence of your enemy. 
If you have to fight, may you experience 
the two most delightful moments that a 
man can have in this life! The first is 
when he knows that he is doing what the 
enemy did not expect him to do, and the 
other is when, after a hard fight, he nears 
the shout of victory, sees the flag floating 
above him, and knows that another laurel 
is added to the credit of American arms. 
Kither one of these moments will repay a 
life-time’s labors and cares.” 

Except for one sentence, the General's 
speech was extemporaneous. That sentence 
he had had typewritten on a little piece 
of cardboard, and when he finished talking 
he gave the copy to a group of newspaper 
men. It was as follows: 

“Success may not always follow integ- 
rity of purpose, yet the greatest satisfac- 
tion must result if each day’s effort is 
prompted by an honest and noble ambi- 
tion.”’ 

The exercises were ended with a benedic- 
tion. The President and his party left 
for Col. Mills’s house, preparatory for 
their departure toward Washington at 1 
o'clock. 

One of the announcements told who had 
been elected cadet officers for the coming 
year. The Captains, all members of the 
first class, are MacArthur, a son of the 
General; Howze, Leeds, Tyler, Lawrson, 
and Murphy. Grant was chosen Adjutant, 
and the Lieutenants are Farnum, Gilmore, 
Fiske, Grey, Ahrends, Turtle, Adams, and 
Selfridge. 

MacArthur is not only a proficient tacti- 
cian, but he stands first in his class all 
around. Leeds, another of the Captains, 
is second in his class. 

As soon as the centennial commence- 
ment’s last echo had died from the plain 
the guests and visitors flocked toward 
the railroad station by .hundreds. The 
barracks, which have been filled with old 
graduates for a week, were almost deserted 
an hour later. 

Soon after the President's special train 
had left on the West Shore Railroad the 
newly fledged Lieutenants crossed the river 
and started for New York on the Central. 
They went to the Murray Hill Hotel, there 
to attend their banquet, after going to a 
theatrical performance at the Herald 
Square Theatre. 

President Roosevelt reached Jersey City 
at 3:30 o'clock, and his train started for 
Washington at 3:48, following the Con- 
gresional Limited. While in the Jersey 
City depot Mr. Roosevelt walked along the 
platform and shook hands with the men 
on the special’s engine. 


PRESIDENT REACHES CAPITAL. 


He Shakes Hands with Engineer and 
Fireman of Special Train. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—President 
Roosevelt and most of the party who went 
with him to attend the West Point centen- 
nial returned to Washington at 9:30 o’clock 
to-night on a special train on the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad. A small crowd was at the 
station, to whom the President bowed his 
acknowledgments, after which, with Sec- 
retary Cortelyou, he entered an open car- 
riage and was driven to the White House. 

Before leaving the trainshed the President 
cordially greéted the engineer and fireman 
of the train which brought him to Wash- 
ington, giving each a hearty shake of the 
hand.. The others who returned with the 
President included Secretary Root, Post- 
master General Payne, and Adjt. Gen. Cor- 
bin. Gen. Wood separated from the party 
after the functions of the day were over 
and proceeded to Boston, where he will re- 


main a short time, returning to Washington 
Saturday. 


CUBAN COMMERCE COMPARED. 


A Statement Giving Figures for Ten 
Months’ Periods Ending April 
30, 1902, and 1901. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—The Insular 
Division of the War Department to-day 
made public a statement showing in com- 
parative form the commerce of Cuba for 
the ten months’ period ended April 30, 
1902, and 19€:. 

The total value of merchandise imported 
during the ten months ended April 30, 1902, 
was $55,350,952, against $54,412,262 for the 
corresponding period of 1901. The exports 
of merchandise during the ten months 
ended April 30, 1902, amounted to $39,727,- 
965, against $49,969,050 for the same period 
of 1901, 

The value of merchandise coming from 
the United States for the ten months ended 
April 30, 1902, was $23,827,048, an increase 
of about 2 per cent. over the corresponding 
period of 1901, while the exports for 1902 


amounted to $26,732,777, a decrease of about 
$7,000,000. 

The loss in exports was confined almost 
entirely to the sugar and tobacco trade. 
shipments of sugar for the period showed 
a falling off of about $6,000,000. 


LONDON DOCK CHARGES BILL. 


Senator Hale in Discussing Proposed 
Measure Scores the Attempt to 
Force Such Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—In the Senate 
to-day consideration was resumed of the 
London Dock Charges bill. Mr. Mallory 
(Fla.) advocated the passage of the bill, 
although he was not certain that the ship- 
pers would reap great benefit from it. 

Mr. Hale maintained that this attempt 
to force the United States to put its hand 
into a trade between two parties competent 
to make an agreement was a ruthless ex- 
ercise of legislative pgwer and ought not 
to be countenanced. 

Mr. Spooner contended that it had been 
the custom of Congress to regulate bills 
of lading in both inter-State and foreign 
ecommerce. He declared that the common 
carrier ‘‘ took the shipper by the throat,”’’ 


and the latter was compelled to sign the 
bill of lading containing the “fine print 
conditions "’ under practical duress, with a 
knowledge that he could not have his goods 
shipped unless he agreed to the terms pro- 
posed. 


Date for Bankruptcy Act Discussion. 
WASHINGTON, June 12.—When the 
House met to-day Mr. Ray, (N. Y.,) Chair- 
man of the Judiciary Committee, asked 
unanimous consent that Monday, after the 
consideration of bills under suspension of 


the rules, and Tuesday be set apart for the 
bill to amend the bankruptcy act. There 
was no objection, and the order was made. 


House Bill to Promote Capt. Clark. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—Rrepresenta- 
tive Foss of Illinois, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, to-day introduced 
in the House a bill to authorize the Presi- 
dent to nominate Capt. Charles Edgar Clark 


to be a Rear Admiral of the senior grade 
on the active list. 
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ISTHMIAN CANAL DEBATE 


Mr. Hoar Offers Amendment in 
Shape of a Substitute. 


Senator Morgan’s Comment as to the 
Attitude of Colombia— Mr. Fair- 
banks Makes a Proposition. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—Consideration 
of the Isthmian Canal project was resumed 
by the Senate to-day. Mr. Hoar formally 
offered his amendment, of which notice was 
given, in the form of a substitute. 

The amendment provides that it shall be 
the duty of the President to cause an 
Isthmian Canal to be built by such route 
as he may select; that he shall obtain all 
advice necessary, and that $10,000,000 be 
appropriated to begin the work. 

Mr. Morgan, in charge of the pending 
bill, in taking the floor and noting the 
absence of a large majority of Senators, 
said it mattered not to him whether Sena- 
tors listened to his remarks or not, as he 
was addressing himself to the American 
people, in order that the facts concerning 
the canal question might be well under- 
stood. 

Senator Morgan intimated that Minister 
Silva of Colombia had been recalled from 
Washington because the Colombian Gov- 
ernment “could raise no money on his 
opinion,” which was not in accord with 
the views of Colombia as to canal conces- 
sions. He said that Colombia, if the 
United States should pay $40,000,000 for 
the Panama Canal, would get $1,000,000 
down ‘‘and how many millions more, God 
only knows—or his Satanic Majesty—who, 
I think, has more to do with this business 
than the Almighty.” 

He said the Liberal party in Colombia 
never would extend the concessions of the 
Panama Canal Company, and if the United 
States should pay $40,000,000 for those con- 
cessions and the property it might as well 
throw the money into the sea. 

He declared that there never was a 
“more mistaken piece of legislation” than 
the Spooner amendment, and referred to 
it as having been “offered in the name 
of the Senator from Wisconsin.” 

Mr. Spooner warmly resented ‘the inti- 
mation that he was not the author of 
the amendment, and declared that he not 
only was its author, but that he had de- 
vised it in every part. With certain amend- 


poontes he proposed to insist upon its adop- 
on. 

Mr. Fairbanks offered an amendment to 
the Spooner amendment, authorizing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to borrow from 
time to time $130,000,000 for the construc- 
tion of the canal, bonds to be issued for 
the amount borrowed, to bear interest at 
2 per cent., payable in gold, the bonds to 
be disposed of at not less than par. 

Mr. Morgan immediately criticized Mr. 
Fairbanks's —— declaring that it 
was simply another feature of the methods 
being employed to delay the canal con- 
struction. 

With some heat Mr. Fairbanks insisted 
that his amendment was perfectly reason- 
able and proper. He said that if the bill 
providing for a canal by the Nicaragua 
route were enacted he would offer the 
same amendment to that. 

Later Mr. Morgan suggested that he was 
holding the Chairmanship of the Oceanic 
Canals Committee as a placebo thrown to 
the Democrats, but Mr. Hoar assured him 
that he did not hold the position as a 

lacebo, but because the Republican side 
iad regarded him as “one of the greatest 
living Senators, as one of the greatest of 
living authorities upon one of the greatest 
questions.”’ 

“I shall soon be one of the greatest 
dead ones,’’ suggested Mr. Morgan, face- 
tiously, ‘“‘ unless the Republican side shall 
take up this question in the view of Will- 
iam McKinley, who was more responsible 
for it than I am, or in that of Gen. Grant, 
who was more responsible still.’’ 

Mr. Hanna gave notice that as he was 
obliged to leave the city this week to be 
absent until next Wednesday morning, he 
would address the Senate on the bill that 
day at 2 o'clock. 

‘Will the Senator occupy the floor until 
6 o'clock?” inquired Mr. organ. 

Mr. Hanna replied that he did not know 
but he might emulate the Senator from 
Alabama in that respect. 


DEBATE ON IRRIGATION BILL. 


The House Adopts a Special Rule fot 
the Measure Passed by the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—The House to- 
day adopted a special rule for the con- 
sideration of the Irrigation bill, which 
passed the Senate. The House resolved 
itself into a Committee of the Whole, and 
entered upon consideration of the measure. 
It was arranged that Mr. Mondell (Wyo- 
ming) should control the time for the meas- 
ure, and Mr. Ray (N. Y.) against it. 

Mr. Mondell submitted an extended argu- 
ment in favor of the bill. The amount of 
land which might ultimately be reclaimed 
by irrigation was estimated, he said, be- 
tween 35,000,000 and 75,000,000 acres. 

It was estimated, he said, that the pend- 
ing bill would produce a fund from the sale 
of public lands of between two and two and 
a half million dollars, which would gradu- 
ally increase. It also was estimated that 
the cost of bringing water to the settler 
would be about $10 per acre, so that at 
the present rate the bill would bring 250,- 
000 acres under irrigation annually. 

Mr. Ray (N. Y.) opened in opposition to 
the bill. He declared that the friends of 
the measure sought to create the impres- 
sion that irrigation of the arid lands in 
the West was a continuation of the free- 
home policy of the Government. The 
scheme, he said, would benefit certain 
States, but at the expense of others. Mr. 
Ray said he believed in carrying out the 
pledges of the Republican National plat- 
form, but insisted that no convention ever 
had indorsed the scheme proposed in this 
bill. A large portion of Mr. Ray's remarks 
was devoted to the constitutional and legal 
phases of the questions involved. 

Mr. Olmsted, (Penn.,) to whom Mr. Ray 
yielded tire, replied to remarks made by 
Mr. Cushman (Washington) some weeks 
ago, in which the Washington member de- 
nounced the Committee on Rules for its 
alleged tyrannous use of its power to pre- 
vent members frcem obtaining consideration 
for meritorious bills. He recited a long 
list of appropriations which the State of 
Washington had received at the present 
session, and asked what Mr. Cushman, who 
described himself in his speech as a “ legis- 
lative Liliputian,’’ was roaring about. 

“If this Liliputian legislator secured all 


these appropriations,” he asked, ‘“ what 
would a legislative giant have obtained?” 
(Laughter. ] 

Mr. Olmsted read a list of eighty-five 
bills Mr. Cushman had introduced, includ- 
ing one appropriating $5,000 for a commis- 
sion to investigate the question of a “ uni- 
versal language.”’ 

‘I presume,’ observed Mr. Olmsted, 
“that is the language we are to use when 
the Rules Committee has been abolished 
and every member can speak in behalf of 
se own bill whenever the spirit moves 

im."’

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 12.—The 
Navy Department has completed its com- 
pilation of the names of the officers and 
men who are to be decorated with the West 
Indian campaign medal. The list totals, in 
round numbers, 800 officers and about 600 
enlisted men. The engagement at Santiago 
Bay, in which the greatest number of ves- 
sels took part, makes*up the largest pro- 
portion. Admiral Schley and all the fleet 
officers and men will get medals, and the 
family of Admiral Sampson will be given 
the one intended for the deceased Admiral.

TELL OF “WATER CURE” CASES 


Witnesses Give Further Testimony Be- 
fore the Senate Committee on the 
Philippines Regarding Fili- 
pinos’ Treatment. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—Mark H. 
Evans of Des Moines, Iowa,.formerly a 
Sergeant of Company F, Thirty-second Vol- 
unteer Infantry, to-day testified before 
the Senate Committee on the Philippines 
concerning the administration of- the ‘‘ wa- 
ter cure’”’ to Filipinos on four different oc- 
casions during his service in the islands. 
He also related the particulars of the burn- 
ing of native villages. All these events 
occurred, the witness said, during the year 
1900, in the province of Batan, Island of 
Luzon, and in or near the town of Crano, 
where his headquarters were. 

In one case the “‘ cure ’’ was administered 
by native scouts and in the others by an 
American soldier. During an expedition 
to neighboring islands the witness said that 
he had seen an American soldier take two 
suspected natives into the water and duck 
them. He secured a confession as to the 
hiding of guns in one case, but none in the 
other. 

After the first case of ducking the victim 
seemed, the witness said, to have been 
quite disabled, being apparently so weak 
that he was unable to rise. 

In another instance of the administration 
of the water cure in Crano a tooth of the 
victim was knocked out. Mr. Evans said 
he had been present at the burning of four 
or five native villages, and that the de- 
struction of those places had been due to 
the presence of insurgents. 

The witness said the orders to the troops 
were to treat the natives humanely, and 
that with the exceptions noted their treat- 
ment had been in accord with these in- 
structions. The natives had not shown 
any appreciation of this consideration. 

Edward J. Norton of Los Angeles, late 
private in Company L, Eighteenth United 
States Infantry, was the witness at the 
afternoon session. He served two years 
in the Island of Panay. Answering ques- 
tions by Senator Culberson, Mr. Norton 
stated that except in isolated cases the 
treatment accorded the natives by United 


States soldiers ‘was humane and all that 
could be expected or desired.”’ 

He related from hearsay the story of 
the Administration of the “ water cure”’ 
to the Vice Presidente of San Miguel ane 
a native policeman, and described one oc- 
casion where he had assisted in “ water- 
curing”’ a native. The man’s mouth, he 
said, was forced open with a stick and the 
water poured down his throat. The effect 
of the treatment was temporary strangu- 
lation. In this particular case, he said, 
the native after receiving the cure de- 
livered up a number of rifles and pistols. 


No News of Captured Americans. 
MANILA, June 12.—No news has yet been 
received of the Sergeant, two Corporals, 
and four privates of the Fifth Cavalry, who 
were captured May 30 by Ladrones at 
Binangonan, Rizal Province, this island, 
while decorating the graves of American 


soldiers, and fears are entertained for thelr 
safety. Troops are scouring the province 
in search of the Ladrones. 


Lieut. Hagedorn Sentenced. 


MANILA, June 12.—Lieut. Hagedorn, 
Quartermaster of the Twenty-eighth In- 
fantry, who was arrested in March last, on 
the charge of embezzlement, has been dis- 
missed from the army and sentenced to 


two years’ confinement in the prison at 
Manila. 


Memorial Regarding the Philippines. 
WASHINGTON, June 12.—Representative 
McCall of Massachusetts to-day presented 
to the House a memorial signed by Charles

UNDERGROUND WIRE PLAN 


Commissioner Dougherty’s Recom- 
mendations for Brooklyn. 


Says an Area Within Two Miles of the 
Bridge Can Be Improved 
in a Year. 


Commissioner Dougherty of the Depart- 
ment of Water Supply, Gas and Electricity 
sent a report to Mayor Low yesterday as 
to the placing of electric light wires and 
all electrical conductors underground in the 
Borough of Brooklyn. Commissioner Dough- 
erty told of the conferences that he had had 
with the corporations that have wires on 
poles, and in his report he said that the 
telephone company was desirous of having 
all of the trolley wires placed underground 
because the high current escaped from the 
wires and played havoc with the telephone 
wires. 

In his report the Commissioner said: 


The department proposes that the heavy trolley 
feeder wires which line the sides of numerous 
Streets or run under the elevated structures be 
removed, and be placed under ground. If an area 
with a radius of two miles from the bridge be 
adopted, subways could be built within it before 
July 1, 1903, and the work already done is 
sufficient to indicate that if the plan be steadily 
pursued, the streets within a radius of two 
miles from the Brooklyn Bridge can be relieved 
of this overhead danger within the course of. a 
year. 


The following are the recommendations 
of the Commissioner: 


That the following classes of overhead wires 
be removed within an area of two miles from 
the Brooklyn Bridge: 

The trolley feeder wires of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Railroad Company and of the Coney 
Island and Brooklyn Railroad Company. The 
Coney Island and Brooklyn Railroad Company 
has not yet constructed any subways. The Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit Company, with the next year, 
might easily complete construction of subways 
to such an extent as to relieve this portion of 
the borough from overhead trolley feed wires 
without incurring a@ financial burden of too 
serious a nature. 

The Edison Electric Illuminating Company 
should remove its overhead wires from the same 
area, because it is doubtful whether it has the 
right to maintain them there at all, and be- 
cause the wires carry a dangerously high electric 
current, and are one of the most serlous menaces 
to life and property in the borough. 

The New York and New Jersey Telephone Com- 
pany should remove its overhead conductors from 
the same area. The work which it is proposing 
to do wil lenable it to achieve this much desired 
result within the same time. The telegraph and 
signal companies should also remove their wires, 


AUTOMOBILISTS NOT INDICTED. 


Grand Jury Fails to Act in Case of Fatal 
Staten Island Speed Trials. 


The Grand Jury of Richmond County yes- 
terday decided not to hand in an indict- 
ment against W. C. Baker and O. E. Den- 
zer, the automobilists who were in charge 
of the machine that became unmanageable 
during the recent speed trials on Staten 
Island and dashed into a crowd, killing 
Andrew Featherstone and fatally injuring 
John G. Bogart. 

While the Grand Jury did not find an 
indictment against Messrs. Baker and Den- 
zer it did make a recommendation that in 


view. of the accidents attending the speed 
trials, which were held under the au- 
thorization of the Board of Aldermen of 
New York, it is advisable that tn the future 
no further public tests of automobiles be 
held on any public highway in the Borough 
of Richmond. 


TROUBLE OVER A CHURCH. 


German Baptists of Guttenberg Locked 
Out by the Owner. 


The members of the German Baptist 
congregation of Guttenberg, who have wor- 
shipped for several years in the little 
church at Franklin Avenue and Second 
Street, are now without a house of worship, 
as Mrs. Seibel, the owner, has given over 
the edifice to Another denomination. Mrs. 
Seibel put an extra lock on the door on 
Wednesday, and the members met at the 
Rev. Charles Kieferle’s house and discussed 
the matter. 

It was said that according to the terms of 
the transfer of the church from the Con- 
gregationalists to the Baptists, the owner 
could not legally permit any but the latter 


to use it. A committee was appointed to 
inform Mrs. Seibel that the terms of the 
transfer were not being lived up to, and 
that she is not entitled to a silver service 
that had been left by the Congregational- 
ists. 


STREET REFUSE ON FLAT CARS. 


Proposed Plan for Use by the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company. 


A new scheme for disposing of the refuse 
of Brooklyn is being looked into by the 
Street Cleaning Department. The plan, 
which has been devised by H. Milton Ken- 
nedy of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Corn- 
pany, is to make use of trolley cars in 
carrying off the refuse, the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company to take the con- 
tract for the work. 

Mr. Kennedy’s idea is to have receiving 
stations in central parts of the borough. 
The city’s trucks and carts, instead of tak- 
ing the refuse to the dumps, are to carry 
it to the stations. The company is to take 
the refuse on specially constructed flat cars 
to Flatlands and Gravesend, where it is 
to be used for filling in land. The beiiei 
is that expense can be saved by the plan. 


ALLOWANCE FOR MRS. O'BRIEN. 


The ex-Sheriff’s Wife Provided For Dur- 
ing Suit for Divorce. 


Justice Greenbaum, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday, granted to Mrs. Abbie E. 
O’Brien, in the suit for divorce brought 
against her by her husband, ex-Sheriff 
James O’Brien, an allowance of $10 weekly. 
Mrs. O’Brien made counter charges in the 
suit.

A CHINESE HONEYMOON | 


EMPIRE STATE EXPRESS 
CRASHES INTO ENGINE 


Overhauled Detached Work Train 
Locomotive Near Irvington. 


One Passenger Slightly Injured — Ex- 
press Engine Shattered—Tunnel 
Wreck Further Delays 
Fast Train. 


| PEEKSKILL, N. Y., June 12.—Rounding 
a wide curve as it sped into Irvington to- 
| day on its way to Aibany the Empire State 

Express, the fastest train on the New 

York Central road, crashed into a locomo- 
| tive that was standing on the north-bound 
tracks. A disastrous collision would have 
resulted had not the engineer of the lone 
locomotive, seeing the express approach- 
ing, started his engine ahead. For a dis- 
tance equal to half a dozen city blocks the 
two engines went flying down the railroad 
yards. The driver of the one in the lead 
opened wide the throttle and sprinkled the 
rails with sand. The driver of the ex- 
press shut his lever and applied the brakes, 
but the tremendous momentum carried the 
train on at a speed much greater than 
that attained by the lone engine, and the 
two locomotives crashed. 

The force of the impact was not great 
enough to throw either engine from the 
tracks, but the front end of the express 
locomotive was badly wrecked. The pilot 
was broken and the headlight demolished. 
| The passengers in the train were thrown 

from their seats by the sudden stopping 
of the train, and for a time there was 
wild commotion in the day coaches. Only 
one passenger was injured, however. He 
was cut about the face by flying glass from 
one of the broken windows. 

The collision with the locomotive served 
to stop the passenger train, but it gave 
the fleeing engine a shove and it went 
flying on down the tracks, which fortunate- 
The damage to the engine 


ly were clear. 
was not great. 

The locomotive had been attached to a 
worktrain which was set out on the north- 
bound track. The locomotive had uncoupled 
and was moving to the tank for water 
when the express hove into view. By mere 
chance the switch was thrown so that both 
engines and the passenger train were not 
sent into the work train, but onto a side 
track that was clear. 

After a delay of half an hour at Irving- 


ton, due to the eollision, the express moved 
on to Peekskill, where she encountered 
another delay of three hours. There had 
been another collision in the tunnel near 
Highlands, three miles north of this place. 
A. freight train broke in two and later the 
parts crashed together. The rear car of the 
forward section and the leading one of the 
wild section were wrecked. The tannel was 
completely blocked. No one was injured.

JEROME’S ACCUSERS FAIL. 


Gov. Odell Refuses to Hear Charges of 
Oppression and Abuse of 
Legal Process. 


Hyacinthe Ringrose, the attorney, of 271 
Broadway, who on April 10 last, preferred 
charges against District Attorney Jerome, 
in behalf of Frederick Randolph, a lawyer 
in The Evening Post Building, received 
from Gov. Odell yesterday a letter in 
which the Governor said that he did not 
consider the charges of sufficlent weight 
to grant a hearing. 

The charges against Mr. Jerome grew 
out of the litigation over the payment of 
$6 a week alimony, which John McGee, the 
policeman known as ‘“ Suspender Jack,” 
was ordered to pay his former wife. McGee 
refused to pay the alimony, and Mrs. 
McGee appealed to the District Attorney, 
who had a subpoena issued requiring Mc- 
Gee to appear in court as a witness in a 
criminal action against John Doe. 

When McGee appeared in answer to the 
subpoena, so the story goes, the District 
Attorney told him that the issuing of the 
subpoena was only a scheme he had used 
to get him to his office. The District At- 
torney then told McGee, according te Law- 
yer Ringrose, that if he did not pay his 
wife the alimony he would have him 
“broke.””. McGee answered that the Dis- 
trict Attorney had no right to interfere in 
the matter, and left the room. The Dis- 
trict Attorney preferred charges against 


the policeman, but Commissioner Partridge 
dismissed them. The complaint to the Gov- 
ernor charged the District Attorney with 
oppression and abuse of legal process. 


JOURNEYMEN TO CONTROL. 


Employing Stonecutters Decide to Yield 
to Demands. 


The employing stonecutters, whose yards, 
more than forty in number, have been shut 
down for two weeks on account of a dis- 
pute between the Journeymen Stonecutters’ 
Union and the Machine Stone Workers’ 
Union, met in the Grand Union Hotel late on 
Wednesday evening to consider the situa- 
tion. The journeymen stonecutters in the 
meantime had sent an ultimatum threaten- 
ing a general strike unless they received 
the control of the planing machines con- 
trolled hitherto by the machine stone work- 
ers. 

The employers decided to yield to the 
Journeymen Stone Cutters’ Union, which 
has practically controlled the situation for 


years. The employers will now have to 
pay the wages of skilled mechanics for 


what they consider unskilled work. It is 


said that the machine stone workers wili 
accept the decision. 


PAINTERS TO STRIKE. 


Increase of 50 Cents a Day Wanted 
After Aug. 1. 


The Amalgamated Painters and Decora- 
tors’ Union, which has a membership of 
5,000, decided by a unanimous vote last 
night at a meeting in Cooper Union to 
strike on Aug. 1 to enforce a demand for 
an increase of wages of 50 cents a day 
which had been refused by the employers. 
The demands were an increase from $3.50 
to $4 a day for plain painting and an in- 
crease from $4 to $4.50 a day for decorative 
work, and were to go into effect on Aug. 1. 


The Amalgamated Painters’ Union is af- 
filiated with the Board of Building Trades, 
yoy has an aggregate membership of 
60,000. 


CHILD FELL FIVE STORIES. 


Only Slightly Cut, and Told Her Mother 
“The House Turned Upside Down.” 


While playing on the fire escape on the 
fitth floor of her home at 309 Fifth Street, 
Jersey City, yesterday, Mary McMahon, 
three years old, lost her balance and fell 
headlong to the ground, a distance of sixty 
feet. Several persons who saw her fall 
ran to the yard expecting to find her dead, 
but beyond a slight cut cn her face sho 
was uninjured. 

When her mother asked her how she hap- 
pered to fall, she replied: “I didn’t fall, 
n.amma; the house just turned upside down 
and then I was in the yard.” 


Destructive Fire at Wheeling. 

WHEELING, West Va., June 12.—The 
plants of the Exley Watkins Catsup and 
Preserve Company, the Wheeling Mattress 
Company, and the Acme Box Company 
were burned to-day. Three buildings situ- 
ated at Nineteenth and Eoff Streets were 
destroyed, along with 500,000 feet of lum- 
ber, two box cars, and several stables and 
buiidings. The loss is $150,000; partly cov- 
ered by insurance. The loss is divided 
among the following firms: Exley Wat- 
kins & Co., $75,000; Aeme Box Company, 
$50,000, and the Wheeling Mattress Com- 
pany, $25,000. About 500 persons have been 


thrown out of employment. No cause for 
the fire has been ascertained. 


Labor Leaders Accused of Theft. 

PASSAIC, N. J., June 12. — Michael J. 
Murane, President of the Passaic Labor 
Union, and Steve Palko, President of the 
Slavonian Co-operative Stores, have been 
committed to jail in default of $1,500 bail 
each on three charges of embezzlement. 
It is alleged the two men received money 
in sums from $10 to $100 from fellow-coun- 
trymen for the purpose of sending it to 
relatives in the old country, but that they 
put it to use in the Slavonia Store and the 
money was never sent. Murane admitted 


that he had given receipts for the money 
and used it in the store, as they ‘ were 
hard up.’ Palko denies his guilt.

[ HOORSHINE” ROMANCE] 


Tale of Love and Revenge Unfolded 
at Hearing of Illegal Still Case. 


Jarnower, Alleged Head of Raided Bronx 
Plant, Denounced by Woman Who 
Was Arrested at the Place. 


Moonshine whisky was the principal ele- 
ment in a true tale of love and revenge 
which came to light in Commissioner 
Shields’s courtroom in the Federal Building 
yesterday, when M. Jarnower, said to be 
one of the partners in the American Eagle 
Tea and Coffee Company, at 222 and 224 
Lynch Street, Brooklyn, was held charged 
with conducting one of the biggest illicit 
distilleries ever found in the Borough of 
the Bronx. 

Fire, which, however, was soon ex- 
tinguished, in an old mansion in Edenwald 
Avenue, near St. James Street, Monday 
morning revealed the location of the still. 
Jarnower was recognized as one of two 
men who dashed through the smoke from 
the burning building shouting an alarm. 
The other was said to be his partner in 
the Brooklyn concern. They continued to 
run after they reached safety, and the only 
persons caught were a woman and her three 
children, whom they left behind. The 
children were found huddled together 
in terror in the rooms above the cel- 
lar, where the 125-gallon still, 16 barrels 
of sour mash, and any number of empty 


spirit barrels were discovered. 
She gave her name then as Bertha Gil- 


bert, and at the close of yesterday's pro- 
ceedings she walked away a free woman on 
the arm of Charles Gilbert without bestow- 
ing a word on the less fortunate Jarnower. 

Col, Thompson, Chief Revenue Agent for 
this district, then told how Gilbert had 
come to him several weeks ago and com- 
plained that Jarnower had eloped with the 
woman and was keeping her in a house 
where he was conducting an illicit still. 
Col. Thompson said he and his men’ had 
been scouring the region in search of this 
place, and that on Decoration Day he and 
Gilbert together had devoted the whole 
holiday to the task. 

Janower's arrest was brought about in 
as strange a manner as the discovery of 
the plant. Policeman Markoff of the De- 
lancey Street Station was _ patrolling 
Wednesday night when he saw a man rush 
over his beat pursued by a small crowd, 
who seemed beside themselves with fury. 
The man sought shelter in the cellar of 
21 Hester Street, and the policeman went 
after him. He gave his name as Morris 
Cohen, but was denounced by his pursuers, 
who, it turned out, were friends of the wo- 
man who had then been locked up. In 
Essex Market Police Court Magistrate 
Crane turned him over to a Special Treas- 
ury Agent. 

Thomas H. Thorn, a real estate agent 
from the Bronx, identified Jarnower as the 
man who had leased the property for a 
year. Then for a minute it looked as 
though Jarnower would have the pleasure 
of seeing his enemy in the toils, for Thorn 
identified him as the man who had accom- 
panied Jarnower to his office when he 
came to rent the house, but later said he 
wouldn't be sure. The woman, who said 
her real name was Clara Steinhouse, as 
she had a husband of that name in Europe, 
testified that Gilbert had never been in 


the Edenwald Avenue house. Col. Thomp- 
son said that he had failed to find any 
corroboration of Jarnower's charges 
against Gilbert. Bail was fixed at $2,500, 
and a further hearing set for June 19. 


COUNTERFEIT PLANT FOUND. 


Complete Outfit Discovered by Accident 
in a Yonkers Shanty. 


YONKERS, N. Y., June 12.—The Yonkers 
police this evening are in possession of a 
coining plant which, although apparently 
fitted only for making five-cent pieces, may 
have been used for making more valuable 
coins. 

The location of the plant was in a small 
shanty owned by Michael Kenney, on Pres- 
ecott Street, at Yonkers Avenue, and close 
to the Croton Aqueduct. Kenney is well 
known to the police and has served many 
short terms for intoxication and petty 
thefts. 

Recently he was arrested and sent to 
the penitentiary for six months. His wife 
began to sell his belongings. The shanty 
she sold to Joseph Bocucy, and the work 
of demolishing it began to-day. In the 
northeast corner in a small closet like 
apartment was found a small furnace made 
of brick. Over it the body of an old boiler 


had been imposed to carry off the smoke 
and fumes. On the furnace rested a small 
crucible and a numbepw of lead five. cent 
pieces which had not yet been trimmed. 
Several sets of dies for five cent pieces 
were lying about. Some tools completed 
the outfit so far as can be seen. 


FROM MADHOUSE TO COURT. 


Ex-Policeman McKenna on Trial for 


Murder Committed While Insane. 


John J. McKenna, formerly a policeman 
attached to the Sanitary Squad, was ar- 
raigned before Justice Scott yesterday, in 
the Criminal Branch of the Supreme Court, 
charged with having killed George Renk 
on Aug. 17, 1899. McKenna furnished the 
spectacle of a man who had awakened 
from madness to find htmself charged with 
murder. 

Renk, with his brother August and-his 
wife, called on the day of the murder at 
a roadhouse on Dutch Farms Road, the 
Bronx. McKenna was in the house at the 
time. The Renk party started to leave, 
and were getting into their rig when Mc- 
Kenna accused George Renk of having 
stolen his gold watch and chain. Then he 
drew his revolver and shot Renk, who had 
run behind the house. The man died in- 
stantly. McKenna was indicted, and a 


commission reported that the man was in- 
sane at the time of the crime, and he was 
sent to Matteawan Asylum, where-he re- 
mained until November last, when he was 
adjudged sane, and returned to the Tombs, 
where he has since remained. 

The case was adjourned until to-day. 


Ambulance Surgeon Exonerated. 

Dr. Walsh of the Harlem Hospital staff 
was tried before the Trustees of Bellevue 
and allied hospitals yesterday on the charge 
of assaulting John Newbold and injur- 
ing him in the ambulance and was ex- 
onerated. A Dr. Dryer, said to be New- 
bold’s family physician, made the charge 
in a letter to President Brennan, but re- 
fused to appear to support it, although 
asked to do so, 


Supt. Hawkes May Go. 

It has been reported that Commiss‘oner 
Dougherty has decided to abolish the place 
held by Henry Hawkes as Superintendent 
of the Brooklyn Bureau of Supply and Re- 
pairs of the Water Department. The 
charges of neglect of duty, which were 
brought against Superintendent Hawkes 
some time ago, have been withdrawn by 
the Commissioner.

MISS HECKER’S RARE GOLF. 


Not a favorite faijed to do what was ex- 
pected yesterday during the third day’s 
play of the women's metropolitan golf 
championship at the Essex County Country 
Club, Orange, N. J. Miss Hecker and Mrs. 
Manice, by winning their matches by com- 
fortable margins, will meet this morning 
in the semi-final round for the local cham- 
pionship, and it is practically conceded to 
be as good as the final round.

Says He Prefers Cosmopolitan 
New York to Chicago. 


Likes Mark Twain—The Countess Im- 
pressed by the President and Ex- 
presses Admiration of 
American Men. 


The Count and Countess de Rochambeau, 
who arrived here on May 17 to attend the 
ceremony of unveiling the statue of the 
first Count de Rochambeau at Washington, 
sailed in the French liner La Lorraine yes- 
terday. On the promenade deck the Count 
told of what had impressed him most dur- 
ing the visit, and the Countess gave her 
views on American men and women. 

‘How do I think the American women 
compare with the French?” repeated the 
Countess. ‘“‘ But that isn’t a fair question, 
really. Here I have seen only a few thou- 
sand women, and at home I have seen 
many more thousands. Some of them are 
prettier than I thought a woman could be, 
and others—well, I have seen ugly French- 
women, The school girls I saw were 
all charming.”’ 

‘*Do the women dress as well here as in 
France?’"’ was asked, but the Countess 
was too diplomatic to commit herself. 

‘You see,” she said, ‘‘ taste is personal, 
not national. I saw here some beautiful 
gowns, and I saw, too, some that certainly 
no Frenchwoman would wear. 

*‘But I admire your men, oh, so much! 
They are handsomer and stronger than 
ours. I was particularly impressed with 
your President. I sat next to him once at 
dinner in Washington, and admired his wit 
as much as his strength.”’ 

The Count said that the most impressive 
moment of his stay was at the time the 
President left the Gaulois after a visit on 
board, and referred to it in these words: 
“The sight of the French sailors present- 
ing arms, the President bareheaded, and the 
salute of the guns, filled me with a strange 
emotion. * 

“Of all the cities I have seen,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘I think Chicago comes nearest to 
the idea I had formed of American cities. 
New York is more cosmopolitan, and I pre- 


fer it to Chicago. In Chicago I was much 
leased with Mayor Harrison and Mrs. 

Jarrison, but I didn't care for the slaugh- 
ter houses. St. Louis I shall remember be- 
cause there I met Mark Twain. He has 
written a charming note to the Countess to 
bid her bon voyage, and we hope to see 
him soon in Europe.”

Upon his release from Blackwell’s Island 
vesterday, after serving three days for vag- 
rancy, Victor La Payre was arraigned in 
the Adams Street Police Court, Brooklyn, 
on a charge of abandonment.

THE NEW YORK CENTRAL AND ITS 
PLEDGES. 


Mr. CHARLES STEWART SMITH, on be- 
half of the Rapid Transit Commission, 
calls attention to the fact that the man- 
agement of the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad Company has 
not deemed it worth its while to an- 
or even acknowledge, the letter 
from that commission pointing out that 
all that is necessary or desirable to be 
done immediately to abate the nuisance 
of the Park Avenue tunnel may be done 
forthwith under the amended rapid tran- 
sit law. Mr. SMITH quotes Mr. CASSATT, 
President of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
to the effect that it is entirely practica- 
ble for his company to build electric 
motors that will draw 500-ton trains 
through their proposed tunnel from Jer- 
sey City to Long Island at an average 
speed of thirty-five miles an hour, and 
that it is their purpose to contract for 
such motors immediately. This state- 
ment is as characteristic of the enterpris- 
ing and progressive management of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad as the endless 
postponement and evasion which have so 
disgusted the public are of the policy of 
the Central board room. They could do 
all that the public interest immediately 
demands if they wanted to, and Mr. 
NEWMAN'S recent letter to the Mayor is 
simply a quibble by which it is hoped to 
divert attention from the fact Shat they 
are doing nothing and mean tv continue 
to do nothing until they secure by legis- 
lation compensatory privileges which will 
increase the value of their franchise 
more than the substitution of electricity 
for steam as a motive power for trains 
south of Mott Haven would cost. Make 
themselves in any way amenable to 
oversight and direction from the Rapid 
Transit Commission? Perish the thought! 
The public be—ignored. 

There is nothing surprising in this at- 
titude. It is perfectly consistent with a 
policy predicated on the assumption that 
the property owners and taxpayers of 
this imperial city are pigeon-livered and 
lack gall—an assumption not remote from 
the truth so far as any effective inter- 
ference with the management of the Cen- 
tral and its allied corporations is con- 
cerned. But there are certain gentlemen 
connected with the New York Central 
Railroad as Directors who cannot afford 
to have their reputations put in peril 
because a management which persist- 
ently and habitually minimizes the im- 
portance of its technical staff and re- 
fuses to be informed cannot agree upon 
a plan which it deems primarily to the 
On the 3d 
of March last a letter was sent to Mayor 
Low from the board room of the Forty- 
second Street Station, asking the Mayor 
to withhold his support from the Wain- 
wright bill, then pending in the Assem- 
bly, and making certain specific prom- 
ises, which have not only not been kept, 
butg apparently, were not intended to be 
kept at the time they were made. In this 
letter, after dwelling upon the excep- 
tional conditions with which the New 
York Central is confronted in the han- 
dling of its traffic into and out/of its 
New York terminal—which are not ex- 
ceptional at all and would not have em- 
barrassed the engineers of the system 
for three months if they had been given 
leave to solve them—the Directors of the 
road gave their individual and collective 
pledge that if not required by the passage 
of the Wainwright bill to change the 
motive power of the tunnel for all trains 
within a specified time, they would move 
promptly and in good faith to effect the 
desired change as quickly and thorough- 


ly as possible. We quote as follows: 


In lieu of such legislative action, the com- 
pany herewith pledges to the city its good 
faith to proceed with the substitution of 
electricity for steam upon the side tracks 
immediately upon the grant to the com- 
pany of the necessary authority to do so, 
and to carry_the work forward as rapidly 
as possible. In addition, this company also 
pledges itself to substitute electricity for 
steam in the operation of the central tracks 
as soon as and whenever a practicable plan 
can be prepared which gives reasonable 
agen of producing satisfactory results.

The necessary authority 
to substitute electricity for steam was 
conferred in the amended Bedell bill, 
but, so far as can be judged from the 
recent letter of Mr. NEWMAN, no step 
has been taken or will be taken until 
the Legislature passes an act for the 
special benefit of the New York Central 
in which large additional powers and 
privileges are conferred and its subter- 
ranean work is exempted from any 
supervision by the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission or any one who represents the 
public interest. As to the “ practicable 
plan "—perhaps it might be had from 
the Pennsylvania Railroad people. Mr. 
Cassatt is good natured and owes the 
gentlemen of the New York Central man- 
agement so large an obligation for their 
complacency (perhaps shortsightedness 
would be a better term) in leaving the 
door open for him to come into New 
York and make the terminal of his sys- 
tem in the heart ofthe city, that he might 
be willing to give them some useful in- 
formation respecting electric traction. 
But whatever they do, the Directors of 
the New York Central are forsworn 
men if they do not at least make an 
effort to keep their solemn pledges to 
the Mayor and people of New York. 
When the Legislature again assembles 
it should ruin the political career of any 
member who hesitates to vote for the 
most drastic bill which could be drawn 
on practicable lines for the immediate 
and unconditional suppression of the 
tunnel nuisance. People who make sol- 
emn pledges and then disregard them 
are not entitled to even ordinary consid- 
eration when the public interest is in- 
volved. 


THE TREASON OF COL. LYNCH. 


By taking up arms against his coun- 
try and joining the public enemy of his 
sovereign Col. ARTHUR LYNCH became a 
traitor fast enough. There is as little 
doubt that when he laid aside his Boer 
uniform—if he wore such a thing as a 
Boer uniform—and set foot upon the 
shores of England on his way to take 
his seat in the House of Commons it 
Was necessary for the Government to 
take some notice of his crime. Neither 
the subject of a King nor a citizen of a 
republic who has fought against his 
country in the service of the enemy can 
be permitted unmolested to take his seat 
as a national lawmaker. What to do 
with the Colonel is, of course, a bother- 
some question, for Irish joy will rise 
high in proportion to the severity of his 
punishment, and the infliction of the 
penalty which his treason deserves might 
make more trouble for the Government 
than the fellow’s life is worth. 

The really serious aspect of the matter 
is that it should have been possible in 
any Parliamentary constituency in the 
United Kingdom to elect an open and 
boastful traitor to a seat in the House 
of Commons. Whether his election be 
viewed as Irish pleasantry or Irish mal- 
ice it adds to the disquietude of the Gov- 
ernment on account of Ireland. Col. 
LYNCH’s appearance with a certificate of 
election is an unpleasant evidence of the 
state of the Irish mind. 

The Boer war is over and the most 
serious trouble in which the British Gov- 
ernment has been involved for genera- 
tions is ended. Signs are not wanting 
that the people of Ireland are work- 
ing themselves up for a new period of 
agitation. The settlement of the Boer 
question was accomplished by a display 
of statesmanship that on the whole was 
not brilliant. 
ing of a statesman who ean grapple suc- 
cessfully with, the Irish question. It 
may not involve the cost and dangers 
of the South African question, but it has 
baffled English statesmanship, even the 
statesmanship of Mr. GLADSTONE, for a 
very long time. The fashionable atti- 
tude of' English statesmanship toward it 
is to attempt no settlement. They sim- 
ply let the Irish rage and go on as best 
they can with the empire’s business. 
That policy is neither very wise nor very 
effective. It accomplishes nothing. The 
temper of the Irish during the Boer war 
should warn Englishmen of the perils of 
a discontented Ireland should they ever 
have to encounter an enemy formidable 
enough to attack them at home.

The fact is that the gratitude 
of the English is for their King. Kitchener 
with his 264,800 men against a force of 
Boers one-twentieth that number, did not 
conquer and never could conquer, except 
by means of starvation and attrition. But 
England is a great country for form, and 
the votes of thanks and the bags of gold 
which could not be given to the King in 
person had to be given to somebody else, if 
given at all. It was the King, however, 
who earned them. 

The “ unconditional surrender ’’ of Cham- 
berlain, and the ‘‘not a shred of in- 
dependence '"’ of Salisbury, where are they 
now? Are they in the peace terms? The 
reverend doctor says: ‘*‘ De Wet will be a 
British army officer some day.’’ Without 
stopping to question the accuracy of this 
forecast, it becomes difficult to perceive 
the exact relation between it and what is 
generally looked for in a Christian church 
on Sunday; and this difficulty grows 
greater rather than lesser as we proceed. 
He says that because the Boer civilization 
is ‘mediaeval’ it ‘‘ had to get out.’’ Fur- 
ther on he describes it as ‘“ barbarism” 

aving to give way to “ civilization.” 

I do not find this a tenet or dogma of any 
branch of the Christian faith. Were it so, 
there would be perpetual strife in all the 
churches, for people are by no means 
agreed as to wherein precisely ‘ barbar- 
ism "’ and “ civilization '’ consist. We were 
barbarian colonists during Revolutionary 
times, but as soon as it was found we could 
shoot better than the English we were civ- 
ilized. We say the French were barbarians 
until the Bastille was stormed, and instance 
the ease with which an aristocrat might 
ride over a child and flip a louis contempt- 
uously to the bereaved mother. Edmond 
Rostand, on the other hand, by parity of 
reasoning, says we are barbarians, and 
might instance, though with native. cour- 
tesy he refrains, Judge Gummere’s decision 
in New Jersey that a child's life is worth 
less than a louls, and that a dollar is an 
ample quid pro quo for the mangled re- 
mains of a little one. 

Japan is now acclaimed as 
Because she has embraced the Gospel? Be- 
cause she is no longer ‘‘ mediaeval?’’ Not 
at all. Japan is ‘‘ civilized'’ because she 
has mastered successfully the approved 
methods of killing men which distinguish 
the Western Christian nations, an by 
means of which she was enabled to lay 
China low. When China is able to respond 
in kind, China will be deemed “ civilized,”’ 
too. The thunder of cannon at the gates 
of Peking, the rifling of the sacred shrine, 
the looting, the general devastation, and 
the thousands of putrescent corpses which 
choked the Pei-Ho, this was the lesson of 
*“ civilization ’’ from the ‘ civilized’’ pow- 
ers which China has learned eagerly, and 
of which she will give vigorous earnest in 
the near future, and not, if you please, the 
Sermon on the Mount. 

To what extent clergymen like Dr. Mac- 
Arthur and sermons—I mean speeches—like 
that of Sunday in Calvary Baptist Church 
are responsible, let no man-dare assert. 
“The war just closed is an illustration of 
the survival of the fittest,’’ he says. This 
differs somewhat from the doctrine of non- 
resistance, which was the marvel of merci- 
less power in the dawning days of Chris- 
tianity. It was ‘‘ mediaeval,’’ to be sure, 
nevertheless it won thousands where a dis- 
play of brute force, such as Dr. MacArthur 
glorifies, would not have won one. ‘“ The 
survival of the fittest,’’ indeed! The sur- 
isn't that what he 
means? A man may try to rob his neigh- 
bor, and if he succeeds, whether by sheer 
overweight of brain or brawn, it matters 
not, he is the fittest, and he stands there- 
fore for ‘“ civilization.’’ It is only in the 
event that failure awaits him that he is 
awarded discreditable alignment among the 
‘barbarians.’ This is a rational inference 
from what Dr. MacArthur said—the only 
rational inference, I was on the point of 
saying. yet good people are heard sighing 
like a furnace betimes because of the com- 
parative emptiness of churches on Sundays. 
The masses of the people in this great, big, 
bustling centre of human activity are in- 
Reading what some of 
the preachers say, one might suppose they 
were intellectually inert, and that the exact 
significance of words and the art of think- 
ing are to them unknown.

FRENCH MINISTRY UPHELD 


Chamber of Deputies Adopts a 
Vote of Confidence. 


The Government Promises to Make 
Economies in All the Services— 
Socialists Suggest Disarmament. 


PARIS, June 12.—The Chamber of Depuse 
ties and its galleries were filled to the ut- 
most this afternoon, when the first debate 
under the new Ministry, and one which 
was to indicate precisely its strength in the 
House, opened. 

M. Bussiere (Radical) moved an interpel- 
lation of the general policy of the Govern- 
ment, and said he hoped it would show the 
same firmness as its predecessors in de- 
fending the republic. M. Bussiere urged 


} the Government to firmly carry out the 


Radical programme and introduce meas- 
ures tending to the separation of Church 
and State, and providing for a progressive 
income tax and the partial purchase of 
the railroads by the State. 

M. Jaures, in behalf of the Socialists, de- 
clared they would collaborate with the Re- 
publican and reform policy. The plan of 
the work promised by the Government was 
fairly satisfactory to them. They wanted g 
reduction of the heavy burdens imposed by 
the maintenance of the army and navy. 

The Minister of Finance, M. Rouvier, here 
interposed, sayirg: 

‘We intend to make economies fn aff 
the services.” : 

M. Jaures said he was pleased with the 
Government's promise to vigorously en- 
force the law of associations; but he regret- 
ted that the powers of the clergy were not 
further curtailed, and hoped that the re- 


} duction of the period of military service to 


two years would be the first step in the 
formation of a militia system. 

M. Jaures suggested that France take the 
glorious initiative in disarmament. The 
question of Alsave-Lorraine, he asserted, 
could not stand in the way. 

The Rightists protested against these re- 
marks of M. Jaures, and there were repeat- 
ed interruptions when he said the Franco- 
Russian alliance, on which the patriots 
counted formerly to support the French 
claims in Alsace-Lorraine, had now become 
the principal instrument for the mainten- 
ance of the statu quo. 

The President of the Chamber, M. Bour- 
geois, thereupon intervened and begged M, 
Jaures not to injure the patriotic and sa- 
cred feelings of his colleagues. 

M. Jaures concluded, amid cheers from 
the Socialists, by asserting that disarma- 
ment was the best means to secure social 
reforms. 

M. Jaures was followed by M. Sembat, 
who spoke for the uncompromising Social-. 
ists. He attacked the moderation of the 
Government and said he would vote against 
it. Replying to M. Sembat, M. Combes, the 
Premier, said that the recent elections had 


shown that the Nation approved the pol- 
icy of the last Cabinet, and desired its con- 
tinuation, and that this was the purpose 
of the Government. After entering upon 
details of his policy, M. Combes concluded 
by saying that the Cabinet’s attitude was 
one of combating Nationalism and Clerical- 
ism. 

After listening to a speech by M. Ribot 
(Republican), in which the ate ald dwelt 
upon the vagueness of the Ministerial dec- 
laration, the Chamber adopted a vote of 
confidence in the Government by 329 votes 
to 124. This expression of confidence was 
worded as follows: 

‘“The Chamber expresses its confidence 
in the Government to apply the policy of 
Laicism, fiscal reform, and social solida- 
rity.’’ 


THE ITALIAN BUDGET. 


Great Improvement in Signor Giolitt’s 
Political Position. 


LONDON TimMEs~NEW YorK TIMES

LONDON, June 13.—The Times’s Rome 
correspondent says the immense im- 
provement in Sig. Giolitti’s political po- 
sition during the last twelve months was 
exemplified yesterday by the reception 
accorded his lucid, outspoken utterance, 
wherein he closed the discussion of de< 
partmental estimates.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—A cablegram 
to-day by Secretary Hay from 
United States Minister Conger at Peking 
confirms the reported acceptance by the 
resident foreign Ministers there of the gen- 
eral proposition of the United States Gov- 
ernment for a pro rata scaling down of 
the claims of the various nations for in- 
demnity on aceount of the Boxer uprising. 

Up to the present moment the United 
States Government has not been able to 
induce a single one of the powers signing 
the treaty of Peking to accept its views 
as to the exchange value of the amount of 
indemnity to be paid by China. Ever since 
the treaty was signed, silver has been 
dropping in price. The Chinese Govern- 
ment contends that the indemnity payments 
are to be made upon the basis of exchange 
at the date of signature of the treaty, and 
in this contention the United States joins. 
The effect of the depreciaion of silver and 
the increase of the rate of exchange, if the 
Chinese contention is denied, would be to 
practically increase by many millions the 
actual amount of the indemnity to be paid 
by China, ard it is feared here that if the 
attempt is made to insist upon the present 
exchange rates, China will be taxed beyond 
her ability to bear, and there will be in- 
ternal troubles far more grave than the 
Boxer uprising. 


SPAIN’S LABOR TROUBLES. 


Agricultural Strikers Losing Ground, 
but Other Agitators Active.

LONDON, June 13.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Times says the strike of 
agricultural laborers at Estremadura 
has ended; the agitation is bad at Ajoz, 
but elsewhere is quieting. A number of 
the ringleaders of the recent riots are 
still in prison, but the authorities are 
supporting their families and are show- 
ing more tact than usual in the treat- 
ment of the question at issue between 
the landowners and the laborers. 

The other strikes continue to increase, 
those of the masons and bricklayers at 
Laragoza and of the colliers at Cadiz 
threatening to assume serious propor- 
tions. The police of Cadiz intervened to 
prevent a collision between union and 
non-union laborers. 


DAMAGES FOR MME. HENRY. 


Widow of Lieut. Col. Henry Wins Her 
Suit Against the Paris Siecle. 


PARIS, June 12.—As a result of the suit 
begun in January, 1899, by Mme. Henry, 
widow of Lieut. Col. Henry, (who com- 
mitted suicide in prison after confessing to 
having forged.one of the dpcuments in the 
Dreyfus case,) against Joseph Reinach, ex- 
editor of The Siécle, and against that 
paper, 200,000f. damages being claimed for 
injury to herself through the accusations 
made against her deceased husband by M. 
Reinach in The Siécle, the court to-day 
condemned M. Reinach and the manager of 
The Siécle to pay 500f. to the widow and 
poof. to her son, and to pay the costs of the 
action. 

The judgment said that in fixing the 
damages the court took into account the 
good faith of the defendants and the ab- 
sen¢e of any intention on their part to in- 
jure the widow and orphan, and also the 
circumstances under which they acted 
* after the revelation of the odious crime 
committed by him against whose memory 
they produced their imprudent allegations.” 





The Siécle, of which M. Reinach was at 
that time editor, declared that Lieut. Col. 
Henry had been a traitor. The trial, re- 


erred to in the Paris: dispatch, took place 

January, 1899, and occasioned great in- 
terest. There were many shar pomeaee 
between M. Labori, counsel for M. Reinach, 
and M. Stubia for Mme. Henry. The 
crowd which filled the Palace of Justice on 
Jan. 27. the first day of the trial, mani- 


fested its sympathy for Mme. Henry,

10,225 BOERS SURRENDER. 


Many Are Youngsters of Eleven Years 
and Upward—They Were 
Good Fighters. 


PRETORIA, June 11.—In all 10,225 Boers 
have surrendered up to date. Many are 
youngsters of eleven years old and upward, 
the majority of them are under thirty, 
though some of the Burghers who have 
surrendered are septuagenarians, 

General De Wet says the youngsters were 
his best fighters and frequently held po- 
sitions after the older Burghers had cleared 
out. 

Addressing the surrendered Boers at 
Kroonstadt, Orange River Colony, General 
Elliott said the only wish of King Edward, 
his Government, and the British people was 
to help the Burghers and get them back to 


their farms as soon as possible. The King, 
the General added, had telegraphed, con- 
gratulating the Burghers on the good stand 
they had made. This announcement was 
greeted with lusty cheers for the King and 
for Lord Kitchener. 

Reports from all the districts say that 
the Burghers are increasingly friendly. 
The only bitterness observable among the 
leading Boers here is against France and 
Germany. They declare the war was pro- 
tracted unnecessarily owing to hopes held 
out by the French and German press. Some 
of the Boers are so incensed that they have 
expressed the hope that some day they will 
fight on the side of the British against one 
of these powers. 

The anticipated friction between the sur- 
rendered Boers and their former comrades 
of the National Scouts has not materialized 
to any extent.

DEMAND FOR PIG IRON. 

In their weekly report on the pig iron 
market, Rogers, Brown & Co. present fur- 
ther evidence of the wonderful demand for 
hig iron and of the difficulty of securing an 
adequate supply. They say: 

Following the movement in the steel trade, in- 
terest in the pig tron market now begins to 
centre in 1903 deliveries. The attitude of buyers 
has, until now, been indifferent touching next 
year’s business, the feeling being that many 
things may happen in the next seven months, 
and that these are as likely to be in the buyers 
as in the seller's favor. 

Some of the largest consumers, however, begin 

feel the need of securing raw materials to

CORN CROP OUTLOOK. 

Dispatches from correspondents of R. G. 
Dun & Co. in the important corn growing 
States show that the growing crop is mak- 
excellent progress. There has been 
rain and the plant is vigorous 
and strong. From some points complaint 
is heard that the heavy rains have made 
the ground too wet for proper cultivation, 
and weeds have made a good start. Hot, 
dry weather is needed to advance the crop. 

In Ohio corn looks well and the acreage 
is about the same as in previous years, 
though in the northwestern part an in- 
crease variously estimated at from 10 to 
25 per cent. is reported. The crop looks 
well. In Indiana corn is making excellent 
progress. Some damage is reported in river 
bottoms from excessive rains, but other- 
wise moisture conditions are all that could 
be desired. The acreage is considerably in 
excess of last year. In Illinois there has 
been an abundance of rain, and the plant 
vigorous. On low-lying grounds some 
damage is reported by floods, and the 
ground is too wet for proper cultivation. 
The acreage is much larger than last 
year. In Iowa there is a good stand, 


Heavy rains have caused some damage by 
washouts, necessitating replanting in some 
sections, but the acreage is very large. A 
week or two of warm, dry weather is 
needed to facilitate cultivation, as the 
fields are becoming very weedy. 

In Missouri there is some complaint of 
too much moisture for proper cultivation, 
but the acreage is much larger than usual, 
and the plant very strong and vigorous. 
Kansas reports a very large acreage, a3 
the abandoned wheat fields, aggregating 
1,041,000 acres, have been planted in corn 
in addition to the. previously heavy corn 
acreage. These States produce two-thirds 
of the corn crop of the country.

Sullivan County, N. Y., to restrain the com- 
| pany from retiring $200,000,000 of preferred 
stock and issuing bonds instead. The con- 
stitutional points rajsed in the bill will be 
argued to-morrow morning, and meanwhile 
the rule to show cause granted by Vice 
Chancellor Emery last Monday acts as a 
stay. 

The answer avers that the corporation, by 
virtue of the law under which it exists, has 
the right to make, alter, or amend its by- 
laws, subject always to the vote of the 
stockholders, as was done in the present 
case. 

It further avers that the Finance Com- 
mittee, acting under resoiutions adopted by 
the Directors on March 4, 1902, recom- 


134% mended for adoption and had passed resolu- 


tions for the retirement of the preferred 
stock and for the calling of a meeting of 
stockholders to take action thereon. The 


committee had previously approved the 
formulation and preparation of a contract 
with J. P. Morgan & Co. whereby that 
firm was to form a syndicate composed of 
subscribers to $80,000,000 worth of preferred 
stock, with $20,000,000 cash, to take the 
bonds.

A BIG CURB MANIPULATION. 


A Paper Profit of $3,400,000 Regarded 
as Warranting the Purchase of 
Two Drinks. 


The outside market, which, within recent 
weeks, has been treated to the collapse of 
several stocks which had been selling at 
high prices, was yesterday the scene of a 
rise in value which exceeded any decline 
recently recorded. The day was dull on 
the curb, and the brokers found considerable 
diversion in the trades which were made by 
two brokers in the stock of the New Jersey 
and Staten Island Junction Railway Com- 
pany. 

Although the two brokers directly con- 
cerned took the matter seriously enough, 
much merriment was caused by the phe- 
nomenal course of this stock in the hands 
of these two experts. Beginning with the 
sale of ten shares at 120, they advanced the 
price on the purchase of ten-share lots at 
intervals of 5.or 10 points from 120 to 205. 
As the brokers who started the market for 
the stock had the trading all to themselves 
it did not take much effort to make them- 
selves rich on paper. Skeptics rather 
doubted the existence of the stock, just as 
they doubted the reality of the market for 
it, but to disarm the unduly critical, the 
broker who was buying all the stock car- 
ried a pocketful of it in ten-share lots, to 
convince any one who doubted, claiming 
at the same time that he had 40,000 shares 
of it. 

In reply to the questions put as to the 
nature of the security, the value of which 
was enhancing so rapidly, it was said by 
the only ones who seemed to know any- 


thing about it—the two brokers who made 
the trades—that it was a company formed 
to carry out one of the plans of Erastus 
Wiman, the building of a tunnel from New 
Jersey to Staten Island, and thence under 
the Narrows to Long Island. 

Figuring matters up after the close of 
the market, the manipulator in chief calcu- 
lated that, holding 40,000 shares of the 
stock, the advance from 120 to 205 had 
netted him precisely $3,400,000—on paper— 
which he considered a handsome enough 
profit to warrant his spending 25 cents in 
real money for drinks for two.

‘IT suppese I know as much about gam- 
bling as most any man in New York, but 
never was in any surt of gambling, except 
horse racing. In that branch when a bet 
is made I do not decide it. The decision is 
made at the track, and anybody who ever 
bet with me and won got every cent of the 
money coming to him. 

Capt. O'Reilly received a T1iMEs reporter 
in nis room at the Oak Street Station, and 
when asked about the situation, said: 

as am satisfied with the condition of 
the precinct. It is practically clean, and I 
intend to keep it I don’t purpose mak- 
ing any spectacular raids. I don't believe 
in them. Persons captured in raids are 
generally released in court. I believe in 
continuing the plan I followed in Brooklyn. 
When I learned of alleged disorderly re- 
sorts there, I investigated and secured the 
evidence. To do this I have personally 
acted as door tender at times after gaining 
admission to a house. Then I told the 
proprietor, man or woman, to get out of the 
precinct in a given time, and, if my advice 
was not followed, I made arrests, but no 
raids. 

‘“‘“When the men from this station went 
out to-day I told them there might be some 
criticism in the future on the way they 
performed their duties, but not to let that 
influence their actions. ‘Do legitimate police 
work,’ I said, ‘enforcing laws and ordi- 
nances, and you will make no mistake. 
Each man will be held responsible for any 
violation of the law occurring on his beat, 
and no patrolman need get into any trouble 
if he sees to it that there are no violations 
of the law. You all know what the laws 
are. If there are any poolrooms in the 
precinct, I want to know it, and they can’t 
exist without your knowledge. I will stick 
by every man who does his duty. Be cour- 
teous and civil at all times. Keep the 
pushcarts and fruit stand men moving.’ 

“About all of the alleged evil doers in 
this precinct are leaving it. I visited twen- 
ty-one placee between 10 o'clock last night 
and 2 o’clock this morning, and the pro- 
prietor cf one resort, of which I had rea- 
son to be suspicious, promised me he would 
run the place in @ respectable manner here- 
after. If he doesn’t he will get into 
trouble. 

“This precinct is so quiet now that the 
men have very little to do. It is very easy 
to clean up a district, if you go to work in 
the right way and without a brass band ac- 
companiment.”

Peter F. Meyer, real estate partner of 
Richard Croker. 

The peculiar feature of the figures now 
compiled in the Controller's department is 
that a very considerable portion of these 
emergency contracts were in favor of prom- 
inent Tammany contractors, the firm of 
which Daniel F. McMahon, one of the Tam- 
many triumvirate, is a member, Naughton 
& Co., being among the specially favored. 

“Of course, this was an extraordinary 
sum to have been paid out without public 
bidding,’’ commented Controller Grout yes- 
terday; ‘“‘ but the city is powerless now. I 
submitted a statement of the condition of 
affairs to the Sinking Fund Commission 
early in the year, but Corporation Counsel 
Rives advised us that these contracts were 
perfectly legal, and that it was the duty of 
the city to pay for all the unexecuted con- 
tracts.’ 

Mr. Grout added that the city would have 
further recourse against the ex-Tam- 
many officials for exorbitant contracts 
given out in this way, but these figures 
were but one of the many illustrations 
being daily presented of the general meth- 
ods of the Tammany administration. 

Two of the men specially concerned in 
these contracts are men characterized by 
ex-Chief Devery a few days ago as **‘ mem- 
bers of the Contractors’ Trust."’ Charles 
F. Murphy was a Dock Commissioner and 
Daniel F. McMahon is junior partner in 
the firm of Naughton & Co., which re- 
ceived $276,230.27 during four years under 
‘Treasurer's orders."" Other Tammany 
men who profited were Senator George W. 
Piunkitt and Edward F. Keating. 

“The Treasurer's orders appear to have 
been of two kinds,’ says the report sub- 
mitted by Accountant Hervey to Con- 
troller Grout. ‘‘ First, a Treasurer's order 
for work of ‘ construction under new plan,’ 
each of these receiving the unanimous 
vote of the commission before being issued; 
second a Treasurer’s ordef for ‘ repairs,’ 
the latter being issued after a majority 
vote of approval by the said commission. 
Attached to this report and marked Sched- 


ule A is a recapitulation, showing all the 
Treasurer's orders issued by said com- 
mission during the four years under exam- 
ination, upon which payment was.made by 
the Department of Finance. 

‘* Said recapitulation shows that payment 
was made through said Department of 
Finance on account of said orders during 
the interval to the total am®unt of $2,415,- 
224.64. A comparatively small number of 
individuals or firms were the recipients of 
these Treasurer's orders. I have attached 
to the report to indicate in part the char- 
acter of work done under these private 
a@ereements and the prices paid thereor 
schedules of Treasurer's orders issued to 
three of the score or more of contractors 
named in Schedule A.

‘“‘It will be noted that, in the case of the 
dredging work the price per cubic yard 
steadily increased under the Treasurer's 
order system, the absence of competition 
apparently having the usual effect in this 
particular.”’ 

Mr. Hervey then refers to two opinions 
of the Corporation Counsel regarding the 
legal status of both kinds of Treasurer's 
orders, and regarding the ri@ht of review 
by the Department of Finance of prices 
fixed by such Treasurer's orders for work 
done and supplies furnished. He quotes the 
opinions and then says: 

‘““It will be observed from the above quo- 
tations that it is the opinion of the Cor- 
poration Counsel that Treasurer's orders of 
the former Dock Commission, both for 
‘construction under new plans’ and for 
‘repairs,’ were a legal form of ordering 
such work.to be done, under the laws gov- 
erning the administration of the former 
Dock Commission, and that the Depart- 
ment of Finance has no authority to ques- 
tion the rate fixed by said commission for 
the payment for supplies or work so or- 
dered.”’

BROOKLYN TUNNEL TER 


Contract’s Final Reading Before Rapid 
Transit Board. 
The contract for the construction of the 


rapid transit tunnel to Brooklyn received 
its final reading by the Board of Rapid 


MS. 


and was passed on to the Corporation Coun- 
After that official approves the docu- 
ment it will be published for three weeks 
before bids will be received. 

The Board, with all of the members pres- 
ent, including Mayor Low and Comptroller 
Grout, held a long session and considered 
several mooted sections of the contract. 
Among these were the liability of contrac- 
tors for accidents, the time limit for con- 
struction and penalties, the duration of the 
operation contract and the authority to 
regulate the hours for running trains in the 
tunnel, speed, etc. 

Comptroller Grout brought up the subject 
of a three-cent fare in the tunnel. He 
thought this charge would be reasonable. 
At the request of the Mayor, however, it 
was decided not to take any action on this 
matter at present. 

G. W. Wickersham, counsel, announced to 
the Board that John B. McDonald and the 
Rapid Transit Subway Construction Com- 
pany were ready to assign their rights and 
interests to the Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company. Mr. Wickersham said: 

“You knew when Mr. McDonald took 
charge of this work that a corporation 
would be formed with sufficient capital to 


| carry on the enterprise, and that corpora- 


tion is organized and is now prepared 
to take an assignment of Mr. McDonald's 
sureties." 

Under this assignment Mr. McDonald will 
continue as the contractor and builder of 
the subway. The form of the assignment 
was turned over to the counsel of the com- 
mission for consideration. 

On the question of the time limit the 
Board changed the three-year clause with 
the six months’ extension to three years 
with a one-year extension if reason is 
shown for the delay. The penalty for non- 
completion within a specified time was 
changed from 2 per cent. to 1 per cent. a 
month. 

Mayor Low was in favor of granting a 
generation duration of the operation con- 
tract. Some discussion followed as _ to 
whether the contract should be for 35 or 
50 years. Finally, a motion, suggested by 
the Mayor, was passed providing that the 
contract read for ‘‘not less than 35 years 
with the option of renewal of 25 years.” 

It was decided after long discussion not 
to alter that part of the contract providing 
that liability for damages shall rest with 
the general contractors. It was also de- 
cided that eight hours should be the pre- 
vailing hours of labor on the subway. 

In answer to a question, the Mayor was 
informed that the commission would have 
the authority to regulate the hours of run- 
ning trains in the tunnel, speed, etc. 

Among those present was William McCar- 
roll, President of the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation of New York, who spoke in favor 
of the extension of the tunnel to Brooklyn. 


NEW YORK CENTRAL'S LOOP. 


Borings for Proposed Tunnel — Presi- 
dent Newman Replies to Mr. Smith 
and Refers to the Bedell Bill. 


The New York Central has completed the 
work of drilling borings to ascertain the 
condition of the ground through which it 
will have to dig its proposed subterranean 
loop. The borings were made by two big 
diamond drills purchased for this purpose. 

The work has been going on for three 
months, and during this time some 125 bor- 
ings were made, The depth of each boring 
was about forty feet. The borings were 
made on an average of three a block, one 
at each corner and one about the middle of 
the block, along the entire route of the pro- 
posed tunnel loop. The results will be used 
in closing the contracts for the work of 
building the tunnel. 

President Newman, in replying to the 
statement published yesterday by Charles 
Stewart Smith, of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission, said: 

“To carry out the plans for improving 
New York Central terminals it will be nec- 
essary to make some changes in portions of 
streets in the vicinity of the Grand Central 
station. The provisions of the Rapid Tran- 
sit act do not give the necessary authority 
to do this. 

“It is believed that an important part 
of the work can be carried out without 
additional legislation, provided the-city will 
take the necessary action, and from the 
correspondence with Mayor Low already 
published, the company, feels assured that 
it will have reasonable co-operation on the 
part of the city authorities. 

“The engineers of the city and of the 
company are now working on the proposed 
plans for making the required changes for 
submission to the city authorities as soon 
as their work can be completed.” 

President Newman also said that while 
the work of building the loop tunnel could 


go on, the change from steam to electricity 
could not be made without a change in the 
present law. He said it was not the com- 
pany’s fault that the bill permitting this 
change had been vetoed by Gov. Odell. 


OPPOSED TO MORE TROLLEYS. 


Queens Residents Ask Aldermen to Re- 
fuse Boulevard Franchise. 

The Committee on Railroads of the Board 
of Aldermen gave several public hearings 
yesterday afternoon on resolutions before it. 

An application for a franchise by the 
Ocean Electric Company to build connect- 
ing lines with other roads in Queens on 
the Boulevard, brought out much opposi- 
tion. Fred Cochen, counsel for the Long 
Island Electric Railway Company, attacked 
the Long Island Railroad Company, and 
said an injunction the latter company had 
secured restraining any other company 
from building on the Boulevard was a “‘ dog 
in the manger act.’’ He said the street is 
the only residential thoroughfare at Far 
Rockaway, and the residents are opposed 
to any railroad on this street. 

M. J. Kelly, attorney for the Ocean Rail- 
way, acknowledged that his company was 
controlled by the Long Island Railrosd 
Company, but said the old dilapidated horse 
cars had been superseded by modern elec- 


tric cars. Several others spoke for and 
against the resolution. 

Alderman Bridges asked the counsel on 
both sides so many questions that the 
Chairman of the committee, Alderman 
Diemer, finally ended the hearing abruptly, 
declaring that a decision would be reached 
in executive session.

FIREMEN MUST BE TRIED. 


Justice Greenbaum Decides that Ab- 
sence Without. Leave Is Not 
Equivalent to Dismissal. 


Justice Greenbaum, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday, rendered a decision to the effect 
that henceforth a fireman cannot Ve dis- 
charged by the Fire Commissioner for “ un- 
explained absence for five days without 
leave,’’ but must be tried on the charges, 
which must be in writing. 

The decision was rendered in the case of 
Patrick J. Brennan,'an assistant foreman 
of Engine No. 72, who was dismissed for 
being absent without leave for five days. 
Through his counsel, Louis J. Grant, Bren- 
nan applied to Justice Greenbaum for a 
peremptory writ of mandamus, directing 
his reinstatement on the ground that every | 
fireman was entitled under the Greater 
New York charter to a trial on charges. 

The Corporation Counsel represented 
Commissioner Sturgis and contended that 
the dismissal of Brennan was justified, as 
his five days’ absence without leave was 
in violation of Section 203 of the rules and 
regulations of the Fire Department, which 








provides that members of the uniformed } 


force shall not leave their quarters without 
the permission of the commanding officer. 
The Commissioner also relied upon Section 
735 of the charter, which sets forth that 
“ unexplained absence without leave of any 
member of the uniformed force for five

After listening to the arguments of the 
opposing counsel, Justice Greenbaum ren- 
dered his decision. 

Fire Commissioner Sturgis will now be 
gat to reinstate Brennan in his posi- 
tion. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


INCOMPETENT EVIDENCE.—A contract be- 
tween Reinhard Kochmann and Hattie 
Baumeister, by which the former was to 
act as a traveling salesman for the latter in 
selling pianos, was construed by the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court to 
mean that Miss Baumeister was to permit 
her salesman to travel for at least eight 
months of the year, and to pay him $7 
per day and a commisison of $5 on each 
piano sold. In an action by Kochmann to 
recover damages for an alleged breach of 
the contract, he testified that he sold sixty- 
five pianos for the Spring trade, and that 
the trade for that season wads generally 
about half that of the Fall business. He 
was then permitted, against objection, to 
tell what were his prospects for selling 
pianos in the Fall. He was also allowed to 
tell from his experience as a salesman of 
pianos, and from his specific experience 
with the defendant, how much he might 
have earned in commission had he been al- 
lowed to travel. ‘ This evidence,’ says 
the Appellate Division, by Justice Laugh- 
lin, “was clearly incompetent. It was the 
province of the jury, and not of the 

laintiff, to estimate the loss he sustained 

y being deprived of an opportunity of 
making commissions in the saie of pianos. 
The jury were authorized to determine that 
question by the aid of such facts as the 
plaintiff might be able to show that could 
tend to indicate the probabilities; but opin- 
ion evidence on the subject was incompe- 
tent.”

AN EXCESSIVE VERDICT.—A verdict for

It the duty of the 
jury to weigh the facts and circumstances 
given in evidence on the trial, and from 
the evidence so received formulate their 
judgment. Such judgment should be based 
on computation, rather than speculation. 
The jury are required to judge, and not 
merely to guess. * * * If this accident had 
it the intestate 
would have lived years, obtaining 
and giving large sums of money to her 
father during his life. It also possible 
that the intestate might haye died from 
natural causes within a few days there- 
after; or from loss of health, by accidental 
means, for which she alone was respon- 
sible, might have become a source of con- 
tinued expense to the father.’’ Justice 
Chase says, further, that the young woman 
would have been dependent upon her father 
and been an expense to him until she had 
finished her education. If she had not mar- 
ried and had devoted herself to her parents, 
there still would be her own personal ex- 
penses and support. ‘‘Her net income un- 
der favorable circumstances,”’ he says in 
conclusion, “and assuming that she unsel- 
fishly devoted the same to her parents, 
would be far short of the amount of the re- 
covery in this case, with the accumulations 
of interest on the unexpended amounts 
thereof from time to time. We_ cannot 
avoid the conclusion that the verdict was 
in part based by the jury either upon sym- 
pathy or upon a mistaken theory that they 
had a right to include in the verdict some- 
thing in compensation for the sorrow and 
anguish of the childless survivors or as a 
punishment to the defendant for the care- 
lessness of their employes.’’ A_ reversal 
of the judgment is ordered unless the father 
consents te accept $5,000,
